To Honorable James S. Hogg, Governor of Texas : 

Section 12, subdivision b, of *'An Act to establish a Railroad Commis- 
sion for the State of Texas, wliereby discrimination and extortion in rail- 
road charges may be prevented, and reasonable freight and passenger 
tariffs may be established; to prescribe and authorize the making of rules 
and regulations to govern the Commission and the railroads, and afford 
railroad companies and other parties adequate remedies; to prescribe 
penalties for the violation of this Act, and to provide means and rules 
for its enforcement," approved April 3, 1891, provides as follows: 

' ' The said Commission shall make and submit to the Governor annual 
reports containing a full and complete account of the transactions of their 
office, together with the information gathered by such Commission as 
herein required, and such other facts, suggestions and recommendations 
as may be by them deemed necessary, which report shall be published as 
the reports of the heads of departments. ' ' 

In obedience to the requirements of said act we submit the following 
report:

H.' Reagan, one of their number, to be cliairman of the Commission. 

8aad Commissioners having been re-appointed by the Governor, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, again each took the oath of 
office on the 12th day of April, 1892.

While Poor's Manual reports 8812.67 miles in Texas December* 31, 
1891, an application to them for the details of the same was responded 
to by their sending us a list which foots up 8,787,61 miles. After the 
correction by us of several minor discrepancies between their figures and 
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the official reports to us from railway managers, and the exclusion of tw» 
items in their list in order to make a comparison with ours, their figuret 
are still further reduced to 8766.32 miles. Our table shows 8977.47 miie« 
in December, 1892, hence 211.15 miles, exclusive of sidings, were added 
to the trackage of the roads in Texas during the calendar year 1892, the. 
details of which, together with those of the 112.17 miles added betwee* 
June 30, 1891, and December 31, 1891, appear in another place in this 
report. 

FK EIGHT RATES. 

The Commission found in existence a system of freight rates adopted 
by the railroad companies, composed in part of mileage rates for short 
distances, and for longer distances of blanket or common point rates, and 
also found the rates within this State much higher per mile than the cor- 
responding rates from this to other States. 

Common point territory embraced that portion of Texas east of and in- 
cluding a line drawn through Amarillo, Abilene, Brownwood, San Anto- 
nio and Corpus Christi. In this territory two sets of maximum rates pre- 
vailed, one styled the "Houston'* and the other the *' Galveston^ Com- 
mon Point Rates.*' With respect to classified freights tlie Houston com- 
mon point rates were as follows:

Excluding stations south of Houston on the Galveston, Houston and 
Henderson division of the International and Great Northern Railroad, 
and south of Alvin on the Gulf, Colorado and Santa Fe Railway, and 
with other slight exceptions, the Houston common point rates formed 
the limits of freight charges between railroad stations situated in the ter- 
ritory above described. Being, as nearly as the Commission can deter- 
mine it, originally adopted by the railroads for application !)et\veen 
8tation3 on a single line in said territory distant 177 miles from each 
other, although by some lines in their adjustment of rates for conii)eti- 
tive points this distance was increased to 187 miles, these Houston com- 
mon point rates were carried as local rates for all distances in that terri- 
tory exceeding 177 or 187 miles, as explained, as well as joint rates 
regardless of distance, except in cases where the combination of the K>cal 
rates of the individual lines concerned would make lower rates. 

The Houston common point rates once fixed, and the rates from Gal- 
veston to the interior determined b}' the differentials heretofore noted, 
the Galveston common point rates became the basis for the estaMishmcnt 
of all interstate rates. The country outsrdcrof the State was divided 
into territories, each of which was ordinarily designated by the name of 
some prominent city it contained. The rates to appl}' between points

in these territories and points in the Texas coiumoa point territory were 
formed by adding certain differential rates to the Texas common x>oiDt 
rates. To illustrate tliis, the Galveston common point i-ate on first claee 
freight is !»8 cents per 100 pounds. 

The first class rate from (St. Ix>uis to Texas common points is made by 
adding to the Galveston (iommon point rate a differential rate of 35 cents, 
and it is therefore 1,33 per 100 jwunds. The following figures show the 
present rates on the ten classes into which freights are divided from 
Houston and Galveston to all common point territory, and also the dif- 
ferentials added thereto, and from interstate markets to the same point;

To be more explicit, the blanket or common point system is based on 
the principle underlying the government postal service of the I'nited 
Slates, which is to make an arbitrary chai'ge of so many cents for each 
letter or paper of the same weight carried, without regard to the dis- 
tance it may be transported, or the cost of the service performed in each 
case. 

Tlie only limitation to the application of this theory in Texas is the 
maximum rate law which provides that a charge of not exceeding fifty cents 
per one hundred pounds per one hundred miles may be levied on freight, 
thus compelling the application of the mileage principle of rate making 
up to a point where the maximum charge allowed is reached, after which 
the blanket ov common point, or the same ratfi to all points, is applied. 

Hence the reason that, while Houston and Galveston are made basing 
points, the rates are graded from these i>ointe up to a distapce of 187 
miles, where the maximum charge in the common point territory on each 
class of goods is reached. 



THE BASIS ON WHICiL TlIK RAll.HO.VIl COMMISSION HAS MAllE BATKS. 

The Commission adopted the mileage basis of rate making; tliat is to 
say, it fixed a charge per one hundred pounds per each shipment, based 
on distance and the service perfoi-med by the caiTier in transporting it. 
This, in the opinion of the Commission, is the only equitable and just 
principle on which freight charges can be based; and while, owing to 
conditions for which the Commission is in no way responsible, it has not 
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in all cases been adopted, it has been applied in every instance where the^ 
Commission could apply it without a too violent disturbance of business 
and trade relations built up under different conditions. 

The difference between the blanket or common point system and the 
mileage system may be briefly stated in a different way, as follows: The 
effect of the blanket or common point system is the obliteration of dis- 
tance as a measure of levying freight charges, and the placing of manu-^ 
facturers and producers in any given market at the same rate per one 
hundred pounds on their goods and wares, without reference to the dis- 
tance from the point of origin to the market. 

The mileage system, on the other hand, has for its object the fixing of 
a rate of charges based on the distance an article may be transported and 
the cost of service performed, and the giving to each manufacturer or 
producer the advantage to which proximity to the market entitles him. 

Under the blanket system two persons, shipping the same kind and 
quantity of property widely varying distances on the same railroad, will 
each pay the same amount of charges, regardless of the amount of actual 
service rendered. Thus the person shipping a distance of 500 miles 
within the blanket territory, would, under this system, pay no more than 
one shipping the same kind and amount of merchandise 200 miles over 
the same road. What the former lacked of making a just payment for 
the service rendered the latter would have to pay in excess of a just 
charge for the service rendered him. It is thus seen that, under this sys-^ 
tem, some parts of the people are compelled not only to pay their own 
freight charges, but also to pay a large part of the freight charges of 
other parts of the people. This is unjust, and a violation of the prin^ 
ciple of fairness and right. 

The Railroad Commission of Texas, in making freight rates, were 
guided in part by the pre-existing rates which had been made by the 
ofiBcers of the railroad companies, and by comparison of those rates with 
the rates made on the same commodities in other States, and with the 
rates on interstate traffic, keeping in view the conditions as to the amount 
of population and business, cost of the service, fuel, etc., and the char- 
acter of the products on which the rates were made. 

On account of the fact that the system of making rates which was 
adopted by the Commission is different from the system theretofore in 
existence, it was difiBcult to foresee the extent to which the revenue of 
the Texas roads would be affected by the rates so far put in effect by the 
Commission. We believed that many of the rates we found in existence 
were excessive, and were strengthened in this belief by the practice 
which prevailed with many, if not with all the roads, of carrying freights 
at less than their published rates. And on most of the commodities on 
which we have made rates we have made some reductions, at least on 
all the roads on which we did not allow an increase of 10 per cent above 
the standard rates. In some cases we increased the rates, but relatively 
we kept the rates higher than the rates on interstate shipments to and 
from this State, and generally, though not in all cases, we made our rates 
higher than the rates on the same commodities in other States. On ac- 
count of the difficulty of determining what the effect of our rates would 
be on the revenue of the roads, resulting from the changed plan of mak- 
ing rates, we determined to keep watch as to the effect of our rates, and 
if found too low to secure to the roads the necessary revenue, or tea 
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* 
high to be just to shippers, it way and is our purpose to change them so 
as to make them just alike to the raih^oads and to the people. 

There are no fixed rules, no scientific method, by which those charged 
with the duty of making freight rates can determine the amount of rev- 
enue a given scale of rates will produce. Hence all such rates are more 
or less experimental, and hence our reason for expecting to have from 
time to time to change and modify such rates as we were making. 

To illustrate the difficulties which stand in the way of determining in 
advance the effect which given rates may have on the revenue to be pro- 
duced by them, we submit the following extract from the report of the 
Railroad Commission of Kansas for the year 1890: 

" Rate making does not belong to the exact sciences, nor can it be 
trusted safely to the forum of legislation. It is governed by no fixed 
rule, determined by no known principle. The most experienced traffic 
manager or expert rate clerk may be asked in vain for a rule or reason 
determining any given rate or sheet of rates. They may tell you that 
they are named ' because the commodity will bear it,' and this is as in- 
telligent an explanation as can be made. In like manner a rate sheet 
submitted to a hundred men of admitted judgment and knowledge on 
the questions of transportation, and no two of them will be found in 
agreement in criticism or proposed amendment. 

"' It is easy to say that rates should be just and reasonable, and only 
enough in the aggregate to insure earnings sufficient to meet cost of ope-^ 
ration and maintenance and a given rate of interest on the cost of a road 
and its equipment; but where is the man with wisdom to make such a 
rate sheet.?* To do it he must be possessed with a prophetic vision which 
can look into the future to determine quantities of all commodities to be 
offered for transportation, for it requires the sum of quantity before a. 
rate can be made to realize any given sura of money. The contingen- 
cies of operating, cost, and amount of tonnage offered for carriage, are 
such that for any man to assume to provide, for one with the other by 
fixed rates which shall have neither surplus nor deficit, is to impeach hip 
own intelligence or sanity. 

" So far as moneyed results are concerned, rate making must be left to 
administrative judgment, in which the public and the companies must 
be joined. In this is found the necessity and the wisdom of State com- 
missioners to look after the public interest, and to see that rates are cor- 
rected when out of line as to classes, and kept within the limit of reason 
and justice in their amounts. In this co-operative work of commission- 
ers and companies the law should make the judgment of the commission- 
ers absolutely paramount. It should be provided by law that the order 
of the railroad commissioners shall be the governing law of the railroad 
companies, to be obeyed and respected by them, until vacated by a com- 
petent judicial tribunal on appeal. To allow a suspension of the order 
of the commissioners pending appeal by the companies, is to make a 
farce of the whole commissioner S3'^stem.'' 

On this subject we also quote the following from the first annual re- 
port of the Interstate Commerce Commission: 

"Of the duties devolved upon the Commission by the act to regulate 
commerce, none is more perplexing and difficult than that of passing 
upon complaints made of rates as being unreasonable. The question of 
the unreasonableness of rates involves so many considerations and is af- 
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fected by so many circumstances and conditions which may at first blush 
6eem foreign, that it is quite impossible to deal with it on purely mathe- 
matical principles, or on any principle whatever, without a consciousness 
that no conclusion which may be reached can by demonstration be shown 
to be absolutely correct. Some of the difficulties in the way have been 
indicated in what has been said on classification; and it has been shown 
that to take each class of freight by itself and measure the reasonable- 
ness of charges by reference to the cost of transporting that particular 
class, though it might seem abstractly just, would neither be practicable 
for the carriers nor consistent with the public interest. 

'*The public interest is best served when the rates are so apportioned 
AS to encourage the largest practicable exchange of products between dif- 
ferent sections of our country and with foreign countries; and this can 
only be done by making value an important consideration, and by placing 
upon the higher classes of freight some share of the burden that on a 
relatively equal apportionment, if service alone were considered, would 
fall upon those of less value." 

The practice of the railroads of making very low rates on through 
freights from points in Texas to the eastern seaboard cities and other 
points beyond the boundaries of the State, and of making correspondingly 
high rates in this State, so as to secure an excess of revenue on the local 
transportation of Texas sufficient to make up for the loss of revenue on 
the long through hauls, was notice to us that either such rates were un- 
just to the people of Texas, or else if those long through rates were just 
and fair to the railroads, the local rates in this State were excessively 
high, and in either event we believed it to be our duty to make some re- 
duction on the rates in this State. 

In July, 1891, this Commission gave notice to the freight agents and 
traffic managers of the Texas roads to meet the Commission in the city of 
Austin for the purpose of considering the question of freight rates. Their 
attention was then called to the injustice of the conditions just described, 
and to the necessity of a change in this respect. Their attention was 
also called to the fact that while the members of congress and the people 
in the western States and Territories had for years past been aiding the 
members of congress from Texas to secure appropriations by the Federal 
government in order to obtain deep water harbors on the coast of Texas, 
and by this means to secure the shortest hauls to the sea, and cheaper 
transportation for a large part of the territory and people of the United 
States, the policy of the railroads of giving very low rates of freight on 
the long through hauls, and imposing correspondingly high rates on the 
-commerce of Texas, was calculated to enable them to defeat the purpose 
of securing cheap transportation through the ports of Texas by carr3'ing 
freight overland almost from the very coast of Texas to the eastern sea- 
board cities. And thev were then told that the Commission would do 
all it could under the law to correct this polic}'. Making due allowance 
for the lower rates per mile on long than on short hauls, if the rates made 
by the officers of the railro^-ds on interstate shipments are just to them, our 
rates, which are greatly higher than those, can not be unjugt. And if the 
freight rates in other States where substantially the same conditions pre- 
vail, whether made by the officers of the roads or by commissioners, on 
the commodities on which we have made rates are just, ours can not be 
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iiniust, because our rates are as high, and are in most instances higher, 
than the rates in other States. 

The Railroad Commission law of Texas requires the *Commission to 
*' justly classify" and make "reasonable rates" of freight. It has been 
the object of the Commission to comply with these requirements and 
make the classifications fair alike to the public and to the railroads. 

We take the following extract from the fourth annual report of th^ 
Interstate Commerce Commission as containing their definition of rea- 
sonable rates, and as indicating their view of what may be a just maximum 
of rates. 

''A reasonable rate is one that will make just and fair return to the 
carrier when it is charged to all who are to pay it, without unjust dis- 
crimination against any, and when the revenue it produces is subject to 
no improper deductions. No carrier has any ground for just complaint 
if its published rates are reduced by the public authorities to the standard 
of the average it accepts, when by direct violation of law, or by devicea 
that are intended to evade its provisions, the published rates are de- 
parted from. Its own conduct in such cases fixes the maximum of the 
claim it can with propriety make upon the public. In order to ascer- 
tain whether the rates of a carrier as shown by its rate sheets are or ar^ 
not reasonable, it is the right of the public authorities to know what it 
actually imposes and collects, and to have access to its books for that 
purpose." 

We quote the foregoing definition of '* reasonable rates," because it 
seems to be accurate and comprehensive. And the remainder of the fore- 
going quotation seems to fix an equitable standard for ascertaining from 
the practices of railroad companies what they regard as a fair rate, as it 
can hardly be expected they would carry freight for less than an average 
rate which would secure them reasonable compensation. 

This Commission had abundant evidence showing that many, if not all, 
the railroad companies of Texas, allowed rebates and special rates much 
below their published rates, and in many cases much below any rate 
which has been established by this Commission. And if the test suggested 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission is correct, as we believe it is^ 
the railroads of Texas have no just ground for complaint against the 
rates which it has established. 

We herewith submit as exhibit A a memorandum of two hundred 
and eighty applications made by the railroad companies for changes of 
freight rates, and in nearly all of these cases the requests were for a re- 
duction of rates. From this it will be seen that the railroad companies, 
as well as this Commission, recognized the necessity in very many cases 
of a reduction of rates. 

We also append as exhibit B copies of the notices given by the Com- 
mission to the railroad companies of its purpose to consider the question 
of the making of freight rates. Where the purpose was to establish rates, 
ten days' notice was given as* required by the law. In other cases, after 
the hearing required by law had been given to the railroad companies, 
sheets containing proposed rates were sent out to the companies generally, 
giving less than ten days' notice, and asking for further opinions and ad- 
vice from them before issuing the notices for putting the rates in effect. 

And we submit as exhibit C the rate sheets of all tariffs which the 
Commission has made, and amendments thereto. These are limited to 
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special commodities. The Commission has So far made no general 
classification of freight. Soon after its organization it adopted the 
classification and rates on general merchandise which the railroad com- 
panies had put in effect, without changing them. The Commission has 
for many months past been engaged in the preparation of the classifica- 
tion and rates on general merchandise, on which much investigation and 
labor have been bestowed. The classification and rates were not completed 
at the time the Commission was enjoined from making further rates by 
the judge of the Circuit Court of the United States. 

In order that it may be seen to what extent the commodity rates so 
far made have affected the transportation in this State and the reve- 
nues of the roads, it is proper to state that from the best information we 
have not less than fifty per cent of it is interstate transportation, on 
whicn this Commission could not regulate the freight rates, and that we 
are of opinion the general merchandise of the State, on which we adopted 
the rates fixed by the railroads without change, would be not less than 
twenty-five per cent of the entire transportation of the State. If we are 
correct, or approximately correct, on these two points, the commodity rates 
so far made by the Commission would not probabl}^ yield more than 
twenty-five per cent of the entire revenue of the roads. 

Referring to the relative amount of State and interstate traffic, Mr. 
Stickney, in his book on the "Railway Problem," says: 

" The State laws which have been considered affected only State traflSc, 
which is understood to mean traffic that begins and ends in the same 
State. Much the larger part of the shipments by railways, both of per- 
sons and property, passes from one State into or through one or more 
States, and is therefore termed interstate traffic or commerce, the regula- 
tion of which, under the Constitution of the United States, is the exclu- 
sive prerogative of Congress." 

We submit as exhibit D seventy-two circulars which were issued 
by this Commission. These circulars embrace the approval of classifica- 
tion rulings and other matters. 

The reduction and changes of freight rates, mainly by the Commission, 
but partly at the request of the railroads, was intended to stimulate pro- 
duction within the State, to increase manufactories, to induce larger in- 
vestments of capital, give more employment and wages to labor, to in- 
crease the traffic by railroads, and their revenue; and such we believe 
were the results. The reduction of the freight rates on grain, cotton, 
lumber, live stock, salt, cotton seed, coal, lime, cement, etc., gave activ- 
ity in their movement. It caused the construction of flouring mills and 
elevators, and the manufacture of flour to an increased extent in this 
State, and saved the expense, to that extent, of the transportation of our 
wheat to Missouri and Kansas to be made into flour and shipped back to 
us, and saved to our people the bran and shorts resulting from such ship- 
ments. It by these means caused an increase in the price of wheat, to the 
profit of the farmers, and a reduction in the cost of flour, to the profit of 
consumers. It caused the construction of cotton seed oil mills, and in- 
creased the value and use of cotton seed and its products. It caused a 
large increase in the manufacture of salt, and enabled the makers to market 
their salt in all parts of the State, whereas, under the rates theretofore 
established by the railroad companies, our salt makers could only supply a 
very limited part of the territory of the State, because salt was shipped 
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from Kansas and Michigan to a large part of the State at lower rates than 
from the salt manufactories of Texas to the same points. It enabled the 
farmers of Texas to market their surplus of corn in the State, while before 
the Commission rates were adopted the railroads brought corn from Kan- 
sas and Missouri to a great part of the State of Texas at less cost than 
from one point to another in Texas. It stimulated the manufacture of 
the products of iron, of pottery, of lime, cement, and other things, much 
to the benefit of the people of Texas. And on the cost of the shipment 
of the single article of cotton it saved to the people of the State more 
than one million dollars in one season, and still left the rates on cotton, 
as reduced by the Commission, from fifty to seven tj^-five per cent higher 
than in any other State. 

New cotton seed oil mills were springing into existence, but their con- 
struction is now arrested and cotton seed is reduced back to its old price 
of about seven or eight dollars per ton, to which it had been reduced 
from about fourteen dollars per ton by the combined action of the cotton 
seed oil trust and the freight agents, some of whom, it is believed, are 
largely interested in both the cotton seed oil manufactories and in the 
ootton compresses. 

It thus gave profit to capital, employment to labor, activity to trade 
and traffic, and, as we will show further on, increased revenue to the 
railroads. 

All these benefits to the State, the people, and the railroad corporations 
liave been arrested and held for naught, and a great measure of State 
policy based on the Constitution and laws has been, for the time being, 
overthrown by the single will of a Federal judge sitting at chambers, on 
the disposition of a motion for a temporary injunction, and without a 
formal trial, when with only a few months delay the cases could have been 
regularly tried on a full and fair hearing of the law and facts on their 
merits. And this too when under the laws of the State the railroad com- 
panies were entitled to a plain and speedy remedy at law for every pos- 
sible grievance. 

There is much danger of the inferior Federal courts, on too slight con- 
sideration, holding the laws of the States to be unconstitutional. And 
this danger is increased when such laws underlie great measures of State 
policy. The Supreme Court of the United States recognizes this prin- 
ciple so strongly that it has repeatedly refused to declare State laws un- 
constitutional simply because there was doubt as to their constitutionality. 
That great court insists on knowing that a law is unconstitutional before 
it will declare it so. 

Mr. Bancroft, in his History of the Constitution of the United States, 
says: 

''The United States may not interfere with any ordinance or law that 
begins and ends within a State. This supremacy of the States in powers 
which have not been granted is as essentially a part of the system as the 
supremacy of the General Government in its sphere. The States are at 
once the guardians of the domestic security and happiness of the individ- 
ual, and they are the parents, the protectors and the stay of the Union. 
The States and the United States are members of one great whole, and 
the one is as needful as the other. The powers of the government are 
not divided between them ; they are distributed, so that there need be no 
collision in their exercise. The Union without self-existent States is a 
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harp without strings; the States without union are as chords that are un- 
strung. But for State rights the Union would perish from paralysis of 
its limbs. The States, as they gave life to the Union, are necessary to 
continue that life. Within their own limits they are the guardians of in- 
dustry, of property, of personal right and of liberty." 

**It is asked, who is the sovereign of the United States? The words 
'sovereign' and 'subjects' are unknown to the Constitution." 

And further: 

" The Constitution is constantly on guard against permitting the action 
of the aggregate mass as a unit, lest the whole people, once accustomed to 
acting together as an individual, might forget the existence of the States, 
and the States, now in union, succumb to centralization and absolutism." 

Already since the enforcement of the Commission rates was enjoined 
the price of wheat in this State has been reduced, and the price of flour 
increased, by the rates adopted by the railroads; and the former practice 
of shipping wheat from this to other States for manufacture, and ship- 
ping the flour back to the people, with the attendant loss of bran and 
-shorts, has been adopted. With our abundant crops of corn tliis year we 
could, if the Commission rates had been continued in effect, have sup- 
plied the wants of the people of the famine-stricken portions of Mexico 
with bread, giving relief to them and profit to our people; but by the 
rates of freight adopted by the railroads since the Commission rates 
were enjoined, corn is being shipped from States to the north of us 
through Texas to Mexico at rates which prevent the marketing of our 
corn in that country. Considerable sums of money had been expended 
in enlarging the plants of flouring mills, elevators, cotton seed oil mills, 
cotton compresses, salt manufactories, manufactories of pottery, manu- 
factories of products of iron, which by the suspending of the Commission 
rates on freight by the injunction, and by the new rates adopted by the 
railroads, has wrought great damage to capitalists and is preventing the 
employment of much of the labor which those established required. 

FORMAL COMPLAINTS HEARD AND DETERMINED. 

Under Section 2 of the Commission Law the Commission is authorized 
to ' ' adopt rules to govern its proceedings and to regulate the mode and 
manner of all investigations and hearings of railroad companies and other 
parties before it in the establishment of rates, orders, charges and other 
acts required of it.' ' Under that section the following rules were adopted : 

Rules to Govern the Mode of Bringing Complaints and Matters for InvesH- 

gation Before the Commission, 

1. All complaints and applifjations to have hearings before the Rail- 
road Commission upon any question arising under the law creating said 
Commission shall be in writing, and no verbal complaint or application 
will be entertained by said Commission. 

2. Such complaint shall contain a brief statement of the subject matter 
of complaint or application, and be signed by the complainants or appli- 
cants; but technical pleading will not be required. It must be delivered 
to the Commission through the Secretary or one of the clerks, or to any 
member of the Commission by the complainant or applicant, his agent or 
attorney, or it may be sent to the Commission through the mails. 
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3. If such complaint or application contains matters which, in the 
judgment of the Commission, require investigation, the Secretary shall 
tile the same by placing his file mark thereon, with the proper number, 
and enter the same on the docket. 

4. Before causing notice to be issued to the party complained of, as 
provided in Section 9 of the Act creating the Commission, the Commis- 
sion may notify the party against whom complaint is made, of the nature 
of such complaint and the party making the same, in order that the cause 
of the complaint may be removed or remedied without incurring the ex- 
pense of a formal trial or hearing before the Commission. 

5. When any complaint or application is made to the Commission of 
any violation of the railroad laws of this State, or the provisions of the 
Act creating this Commission or the regulations established under said 
Act, and it shall appear to the Commission that there are reasonable 
grounds for investigation, and such party complained of shall fail to 
satisfy said complainant, after being notified of the complaint as provided 
in Rule 4, a notice shall be issued to such party to appear before the 
Commission at the place and time named in the notice to answer such 
complaint. Said notice shall be issued by the Secretary and attested by 
the seal of the Commission, and the party notiiied shall be allowed at 
least five days after service before he shall be required to appear and 
answer. 

6. The party making complaint shall be designated *' plaintiff " and 
the party against whom complaint is made shall be designated " defend- 
ant." If the application be "ex parte" the case shall be so styled, with 
the name of the applicant. 

7. The party or parties to any complaint or application and party 
complained of may appear before the Commission in person or by coun- 
sel. 

In order to avoid as much as possible entailing expense on those who 
might have cause of complaint and desire a hearing before the Com- 
mission, rigid adherence to technical forms has not been required, and 
such modes of presenting complaints and matters for investigation have 
been adopted as can be complied with by any citizen with sufficient in- 
telligence to state the cause of his grievance. 

A large number of informal complaints were made to the Commission, 
some of which arose from a misapprehension of the law, and others from 
a misunderstanding of the rates promulgated by the railroads and the 
Commission. Nearly all of these complaints were satisfactorily settled 
b\'' correspondence with the complainants and the roads interested. 

Seventeen complaints were formally made in accordance with rules 
prescribed by the Commission, and entered on the docket. Three of these 
were heard, after giving due notice to both parties, and judgment ren- 
dered in each case in accordance with the law and the facts. In one of 
these cases, viz., the citizens of Calhoun county v. The Gulf, West Texas 
and Pacific Railway Company, an appeal was taken from the judgment of 
the Commission, which, however, was afterwards dismissed. The other 
fourteen cases were settled by correspondence in a manner satisfactory to 
all parties interested. 

From what has been said it will be seen that nearly all complaints 
brought before the Commission, whether formal or informal, have been

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adjusted Avltliout the loss of time and money incident to settlements by 
litigation in the courts, or even of a formal trial before the Commission. 
This has been done by ascertaining the facts in each case, and where 
the complaint was well founded, bringing the matter to the attention of 
the railroad company against whom the complaint had been made, 
with such suggestions as we deemed proper in the premises; and where 
the complaint appeared to be without foundation or trivial in its nature, 
the complainant was so informed and the subject dismissed. The volume 
of business of this class transacted was on the increase up to the date of 
the injunction, and both the people and the railroads were undoubtedly 
saved much valuable time and a considerable sum of money by the ad- 
justments of those complaints made by the Commission. In addition to 
this, the effect of these settlements was to allay the bitterness of feeling 
and prejudice against the railway companies that usually result from 
differences between them and the people. 

GENERAL OBSERVATIONS. 

Among the people who are opposed to legislation for the purpose of 
placing legal restrictions upon the officers of the railroad corporations, 
and who oppose the creation of a Commission for that purpose, we find 
men, even at this late day, who attempt to answer complaints of the 
people against excessive rates, unjust discriminations, etc., by saying 
that the railroads are carrying freight and passengers at much less cost to 
the people now than when freights were carried in road wagons, and 
when stage coaches furnished the means of travel. vSuch statements im- 
ply that those who make them claim that the discovery of the use and 
the application of steam as a motive power, and the great number of sci- 
entific discoveries and mechanical improvements which have brought the 
means of transportation and travel to their present cheap and expeditious 
conditions, were solely or mainl}- for the benefit of the railroad corpora- 
tions, and not for the benefit of the people at large ^ as if the railroad 
companies and not scientific men and inventors of mechanical appliances 
had produced these great and beneficent results. 

Such an assumption is no more reasonable or logical than it would be 
to assume that the invention of the threshing machine, or of the cotton 
gin, or of the spinning jenny, should inure to the benefit of a particular 
class of the people, which should be entitled to the difference and profit 
between the methods which they furnish and the old time-wasting 
methods which preceded their invention. 

The application of steam and electricity to the useg of man, whether in 
the matter of transportation or travel, by land or water, or in the econ- 
omy of time, has produced benefits to mankind the value of which can 
not be definitely computed. lUit these are the results of scientific dis- 
coveries and of mechanical inventions and improvements which favored 
the construction and operation of railroads, steamships and telegraphs. 
They made railroads, steamships and telegraphs possible, but they were 
not discovered or created by railroad corporations, and it is absurd to 
claim that railroads more than the people at large are entitled to their 
benefit. 

There are those who insist that the freight agents and traffic managers 
of the railroads are the proper persons to make freight rates for the 
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people, and that the transfer of that duty to a Commission is unjust to 
the railroad companies, and some persons say an interference with private 
rights. As to the latter proposition, it is only neeessar}^ to say that from 
time immemorial the practice has prevailed in all enlightened countries 
of controlling and regulating bylaw the tolls of public mills, the rates of 
fare on public ferries, bridges and turnpikes, the charges of hackmen in 
■cities, of express companies, etc. , on the ground that these were employ- 
ments in which the public had an interest, and because their right to levy 
tolls and charges were in most cases derived from the political authority. 
The courts of this and of other countries appl}^ the same principles to 
railroads. And there are two other reasons which apply with special 
force to them. The one is that they could not obtain the right of way 
for their roads but for the fact that the government gives them its right 
of eminent domain to enable them to condemn private property to the 
public use of securing to them the right of way and depot grounds. The 
other is that the government in extending to them charters gives them a 
monopoly of the use of their several roads. 

On the question of the propriety of allowing the freight agents and 
"traffic managers the exclusive right to make freight and passenger rates, 
it should be borne in mind that the officers represent the railroad com- 
panies and not the people; and that there is a direct antagonism between 
these. It should also be remembered that these officers expect to secure 
the favor of the corporations which they represent and their continuance 
in service and their promotion to higher salaries, by securing the largest 
possible business and profits to the roads they represent. It should also be 
remembered that they make rates on their own motion, without notice to or 
consultation with the people, their patrons. And in addition, in some 
cases these officers are understood to be interested in branches of busi- 
ness dependent on the transportation on the roads they represent in such 
a way as to operate to the prejudice of other shippers; and that they in 
some cases allow rebates and special rates lower than their published rates, 
and divide profits with the beneficiaries of such rates; thus at the same 
time unjustly discriminating against other shippers and depriving the 
oompanies they represent of their proper revenue. 

On the question as to the proper persons to make freight and passenger 
i^ates, we submit the following extracts, taken from a volume published 
in the year 1891, of which Mr. A. B. Stickney is the author. He describes 
himself as having commenced his career in 1 86 1 as a young attorney-at-law ; 
as having first become interested in railway construction in 1871; that his 
experience had been in the legal, the construction, the operating, and 
the financial departments of railroading; and that at the time of writing 
his book his principal business was the management of a railway, and 
that about one-half of his moderate fortune was invested in railways. 

These things are mentioned to show the means of the writer's informa- 
tion on the subject about which he was writing, and they show that his 
interests, if they could have had any influence on him, were for rather 
than against the railroads and the methods of their officers, lie says: 

" The study of the laws as explained by the courts and by elementary 
writers, and the consideration of the conditions surrounding the problem, 
are convincing that the principle of arbitration must sooner or later be 
•engrafted into the plan of making rates. The State is the most disinte- 
rested party to act as arbitrator; and as making rates is a legislative 
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function, a commission appointed by the Legislature, and endowed with 
full authority to fix and enforce the rates, seems practically inevitable." 

Again he says: 

"Looking at the subject from this point of view, how is it possible to 
resist the conclusion that this question should be left to the decision of 
the disinterested arbitrator which has been called the 'inevitable commis-- 
sion. 

Again, in speaking of the conflict of interest as to rates between rail- 
way companies and the public, he says: 

' ' How can uniformity be obtained except by referring the differences 
to a legal commission ?' ' 

Speaking of the allegation about commission rates depriving the rail- 
roads of their proper revenue, he says: 

'*In view of the feeling of distrust of legislatures and of legislative 
commissions which exists in the minds of uninformed owners of railway 
securities, this fact is of sufficient importance to be repeated by way of 
emphasis. Consequently, it is again stated that, during the whole course 
of so-called granger legislation, no legislature has established by law, 
nor has any railway commission promulgated, a schedule of rates so low 
as to materially reduce the revenues of the companies, had the companies 
adopted the schedules and enforced them as a whole." 

After presenting facts showing how, by apparently slight discrimina- 
tions in favor of one dealer or merchant as against others, the one may be 
enriched while the others are impoverished, he says: 

" With these facts fresh in mind, who is willing to say that the 
power to discriminate in freight rates ought to be lodged in the control 
of one man or a few men ? Under such circumstances what business is 
safe ? The average business man feels strong enough to cope with his 
competitors on equal terms, but here is a power he can not compete with 
and he can not avoid. 

" This power, like a government, has authority to make tariffs and en- 
force their collection. It claims a right which no civilized government 
claims, and no sovereign has dared to exercise for centuries, of rebating 
a portion of its tariff, and thus discriminating between its subjects in the 
collection of revenues. It is safe to say that if the Congress of the United 
States should enact a law which established on one commodity one impost 
duty for the city of New York and a different duty for other cities, or 
one duty for one firm and another duty for another firm, no matter how 
slight the difference, the people would resort to arms, if need be, rather 
than submit." 

And yet this is the power which is contended for by those who oppose 
a Commission, and demand that rates should be made by the oflScers of 
the railroads. 

On the question as to whether the common law furnishes adequate and 
available remedies for the control of the great railroad corporations, we 
give, as quoted by Mr. Stickney, the opinion of a very learned judge, the 
late Chief Justice Ryan of Wisconsin, as follows: 

'*In our day the common law has encountered in England, as in this 
country, a new power, unknown to its founders, practically too strong 
for its ordinary private remedies. The growth of great corporations, 
centers of vast wealth and power, new and potent elements of social in- 
fluence, overrunning the country with their works and their trafiSc through- 
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out all England, has been marvelous during the last half century. It is 
very certain that the country has gained largely by them in commerce 
and development. But such aggregations of capital and power, outside 
of public control, are dangerous to public and private right, and are prac- 
tically above many public restraints of the common law, and all ordinary 
remedies of the common law for private wrongs. Their influence is so 
large, their capacity of resistance so formidable, their powers of oppression 
so various, that few private persons could litigate with them, still fewer 
private persons would litigate with them, for the little rights or the little 
wrongs which go so far to make up the measure of average prosperity of 
life. It would have been a mockery of justice to have left corporations, 
counting their capital by millions, their lines of railroads by hundreds 
and even sometimes by thousands of miles, their servants by multitudes, 
their customers by the active members of society, subject only to the 
common law liabilities and remedies which were adequate protection 
against turnpike and bridge and ferry companies, in one view of their 
relations to the public; and in another view, to the same liabilities and 
remedies which were found sufficient for common carriers who carried 
passengers by a daily line of stages and goods by a weekly wagon, or both 
by a few coasting or inland craft, with a capital and influence often less 
than those of a prosperous village shopkeeper. The common law reme- 
dies, sufficient against these, were, in a great degree, impotent against the 
great railway companies — always too powerful for private right, often 
too powerful for their own good. It was in these circumstances that the 
English courts of equity applied their restraining jurisdiction at public 
or private suit, and laid on these great companies the strong hand of 
equitable control. And all England had occasion to bless the courage 
and integrity of her great judges, who used so ably and so freely and so 
beneficially the equity writ, and held great corporations to strict regard 
to public and private right.'* 

In considering the question of earnings of the railroads of this State, 
there are conditions which should not be overlooked. The railroads in 
the eastern States were, as a rule, built to accommodate an existing pop- 
ulation and business supposed to be sufficient to make investments in 
them profitable, while in many parts of the West and Southwest railroads 
have been built in parts of the country having so little population and 
business as to render it certain they could not for the time being, nor 
until the population and business along their lines greatly increased, pa}^ 
any dividend on the investments in them, and possibly might not be able 
to pay operating expenses. Such is the condition of some of the rail- 
roads in this State. It may be asked' why such roads were built? One 
reason, and perhaps the most important one, has been that those building 
them desired to occupy their territory in advance of others, under the 
belief that they would, after the settlement of the country, become profit- 
able. In other cases they have been built as feeders to other and stronger 
roads so as to keep rival roads out of the territory they occup}'. Tliese 
were influences which addressed themselves more particularly to capital- 
ists. In other cases the Federal government and the governments of 
States offered inducements in land or money to secure the construction 
of roads which, but for the bonuses given, would not have tempted cap- 
ital, and were not expected to become paying roads for some time. In this 
State the State, counties, cities, towns, and private people gave the rights 
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of way, depot grounds, land in large amounts, and money to invite and se- 
cure the construction of railroads; and these inducements, coupled with 
the desire of railroad builders to preoccupy valuable territory with a 
view to future profit, or secure feeders to other roads, has in some cases 
induced the building of roads through sparsely settled parts of the State 
which have not been and are not now paying roads, but which will un- 
doubtedly in the future become valuable. 

We have had the usual complaints which have been made in all the 
States where Kailroad Commissions have been established with power to 
make and enforce rates, claiming that the Commission and the law of its 
creation had deprived the roads of their revenue, and that it is confis- 
cating their property. The facts presented in this report show how un- 
founded and unjust these complaints have been. 

It has been the policy of the State and the people of Texas to encourage 
by liberal charters, by the donation of land, the rights of way, depot 
grounds and money, the construction of railroads, rendered the more 
necessary and valuable to our people by the very limited amount of in- 
land navigation in our extensive territory. To this end, in addition to 
the large donations made by the counties, cities, towns, and private per- 
sons, the State has given to railroad companies 38,900,800 acres of land, 
an amount larger than the combined territory of the eight States of Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Massachusetts, Maryland, New Hampshire, New 
Jersey, Delaware and Vermont; and in former years loaned them $1,860,- 
500 in money. The rights of way, depot grounds, land and subsidies in 
money and bonds given to them, besides what the State has given, are 
of the value of millions of dollars. And the policy of the State and of 
the Railroad Commission is as friendly to railroad construction and to 
railroad property now as at any former time. But the State and the 
people have the right to demand of the railroad corporations that they 
shall honestly administer their several trusts, and that they shall obey 
the requirements of the Constitution and of the laws. To the end of in- 
ducing them to do so, it has been necessary for us in this report to per- 
form the duty, not pleasant to us, of pointing out abuses which should 
be corrected. 

The Railroad Commission understands and our people understand that 
their interests and the interests of the railroads are so interdependent 
that any policy which would affect injuriously the railroads would as cer- 
tainly operate against the prosperity and welfare of the people. So well 
is this understood that we would not consider a reference to it necessary 
but for unpatriotic efforts which have been made to produce prejudice 
against the Commission law, the Commission and the people of Texas, as 
a means of overthrowing the Commission policy, and of restoring to the 
oflScers of the railroad corporations the uncontrolled mastery over the 
commerce of this State. 

The persons operating some of the railroads in this State have not been 
able to make them pay dividends, and some of them had gone into bank- 
ruptcy before our Commission law was passed, and before the Commission 
was organized, notwithstanding which the Commission has been blamed 
and denounced for not making them do for their stockholders what the 
managers of them did not do and were unable to do. 

No railroad has been driven into bankruptcy or gone into the hands of 
receivers, in this State, since the Railroad Commission was organized; 
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but several of the Texas railroads, which were in the hands of receivers 
when the Commission was organized have since that time been taken out 
of the hands of receivers and restored to the control and management of 
boards of directors. 

Complaint has been frequently made to the Commission that the general 
managers and freight agents of railroads are often interested as partners 
or stockholders in various business enterprises, and that the power of 
making rates and controlling the movement of cars vested in them by 
virtue of their official position is used to the detriment of their competi- 
tors. Cotton seed oil mills, compresses and other manufacturing and 
commercial enterprises, it is alleged, are owned and controlled, either 
wholly or in part, by railroad officers, or by persons representing them 
and holding stock in trust for them. 

These charges are, in part at least, true. In some cases railroad officials 
in this State are the owners of stock in business enterprises along the lines 
of the roads they control, and are therefore in active competition with 
other enterprises of the same character. 

Our purpose in calling public attention to this subject is to secure such 
legislation as may be necessary to correct these abuses of official position. 

Railroad corporations by the terms of their charters are restricted to 
the business of operating railroads, but their officers are not, and what 
they in their corporate capacity are forbidden to do, their officers in their 
individual capacity are at liberty to perform. And hence while railroad 
corporations can not engage in the business of running oil mills, com- 
presses or other manufacturing or commercial enterprises, railroad officials 
can and frequently do embark in such enterprises. The reason for pro- 
hibiting a railroad corporation from combining with the business of a 
common carrier the business of a manufacturer or merchant is obvious. 
No individual or corporation could stand for a day in competition with 
so forminable a combination. The power that levies freight charges on 
commerce and provides facilities for handling and transporting it, the 
law intended to be entirely disinterested and impartial. This is evident 
from the restrictive character of railroad charters with reference to the 
transaction of other business. It is also eminently true of the law under 
which the Commission is operating. The Commissioners are prohibited 
from becoming interested in railroad stocks, bonds or other securities, or 
from engaging in any business inconsistent with their official duties. 
Were it otherwise they could become the owners of compresses, oil mills 
and other business enterprises, and fix rates in their own interests; they 
could enter the field of speculation, and by fixing rates so as to appreciate 
or depreciate railroad stocks and^bonds, buy or sell them as personal in- 
terests might suggest. 

The transfer of the rate-making power from the managers of railroads 
to a disinterested and impartial tribunal destroyed their power to dis- 
criminate between shippers in rates; but discrimination in rates is only 
one method of discrimination. Failure or refusal to furnish cars impar- 
tially to all shippers alike, the building of side track at one compress or 
oil mill and the refusal to furnish like facilities to another, the delay in 
transit of the goods of one shipper while those of another are disi)atched 
with all possible haste, are all methods by which business interests can be 
destroyed and the fortunes of favored persons and places established. 

If those who control the operation of railroads are permitted to become 
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interested in the commercial and manufacturing enterprises in the State, and 
thus competitors in business of private citizens who have neither control 
nor voice in the management of these great agencies of transportation 
upon which depend the success or failure of their business in a large 
measure, it is only a question of time when no important business enter- 
prises will be undertaken without th^ir consent and approval. 

In view of these conditions surrounding the business interests of the 
country, it seems that additional legislation is necessary to carry out the 
purpose of the law to restrict the business of railroad officials to the bus- 
iness of common carriers. 

If it is against public policy, or improper and wrong, for members of 
the Railroad Commission to engage in other enterprises, for the same 
reason railroad officials should be prohibited from becoming the competi- 
tors in business of those who must of necessity patronize their roads. 

As long as they are financially interested, directly or indirectly, in the 
success of private enterprises along the lines of their roads, they can not be 
disinterested arbiters of the controversies constantly growing out of the 
rivalry in trade between persons and places. 

The motive for controlling commerce in their own interest is ever 
present and soon supercedes the higher motive of directing the business 
of a public highway in the interest of the public and its stockholders. If 
these officials were compelled to divest themselves of any interest in en- 
terprises in which freight rates are an important consideration, there 
would be no longer any reason why personal interest should influence 
them in the management of the properties under their control. 

I?^FORMATION PROCURED UNDER SECTION 11, AND REPORT TO THE ATTORNEY 

CiENERAL AND COMPTROLLER. 

As the first step toward ascertaining the information required by Sec- 
tion 11, the Commission, believing that the railroad companies were in 
possession of such information concerning their respective properties as 
any other business corporation or firm would have about the property 
owned and business conducted by them, issued on October H, 1891, 
Circular No. 22, which appears in its numerical order in exhibit D, 
and contains the questions calculated to elicit such information, and sent 
copies of it by express or registered mail to forty-two different railroads 
in the State. The form was returned, with more or less unsatisfactor}^ 
replies to many of the questions, by thirty-two railroads, eight made no re- 
sponse and rendered no excuse therefor,'and two others were excused, one 
because considered to be a street railway, and the other because merely 
used as a side track of another line. Copies of the replies received were 
furnished to the Attorney General and the Comptroller of the State, as 
required by said section, and together with the accompanjing letter of 
transmittal to the Attorney General, to appear as exhibit '4^^' of this 
report. 

Much of the same information was also called for by the regular form 
of annual report, similar to that used by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission and twenty-one other States, which was adopted by this Com- 
mission and distributed to the railroads in Texas in July, 1891. Thirty- 
nine of these have been filled and returned to the Commission, though a 
period of ten months elapsed before we obtained the last one of that number. 
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The reports received under Circular No. 22, and the annual reports for two 
years ended June 30, 1891, and June 30, 1892, respectively, have been 
<50mpared, and after considerable correspondence for the purpose of recon- 
ciling discrepancies, tables have been prepared and appear in exhibit 
*'F*' as follows: 

Table No. 1 shows the amount (in aggregate and per mile of road) of 
<;apital stock and funded debt issued and outstanding of each railroad, 
on June 30, 1892, except as noted, made up from reports to this Com- 
mission, and in cases where those are lacking, from the best other sources 
available. It also shows date of maturity of bonds and rate of interest 
thereon. 

Table No. 2 shows the aggregate amount paid for salaries to the offi- 
ers, and wages to the employes of railroads for the year ended June 30, 
1891, so far as this Commission has been able to obtain the information. 

Table No. 3 contains the same subject matter as table No. 2, but is for 
the year ended June 30, 1892. 

Table No. 4 shows the average per diem pay of officers and of each 
olass of employes for the year ended June 30, 1892. 

Table No. 5 contains a summary compiled, except as noted, from the 
annual reports of the railroads for the year ended June 30, 1892, show- 
ing amounts standing charged on their books against construction and 
equipment respectively, and the computation of those amounts per mile 
of line. 

The cost of recent construction of roads since the Commission has or- 
ganized has been observed as closely as practicable. 

The following new roads, extensions, etc., have been built or put in 
operation since June 30, 1891: 

1. Austin and Northwestern, extension from Fairland to Llano, 29.9 
miles. 

2. De Kalb and Red River, in Bowie county, 9.5 miles. 

3. Fort Worth and Rio Grande, extension from Comanche to Brown- 
wood, 31.67 miles. 

4. Hearne and Brazos Valley, from near Hearne to Stone City, 16.41 
miles. 

5. Pan-American, from Victoria southward, 9.52 miles. 

6. San Antonio and Aransas Pass, Lexington to Lott, 57.5 miles. 

7. Velasco Terminal, from Velasco to Chenango Junction, iO miles. 

8. Weatherford, Mineral Wells and Northwestern; Weatherford to 
Mineral Wells, 23 miles. 

9. Galveston, Harrisburg and San Antonio; Pecos cut off, from Hel- 
met to Shumla, about 12 miles. 

10. Texas, Louisiana and Eastern; between Conroe and Cleveland, 
22.2 miles. 

11. Chicago, Rock Island and Texas; between Red River and Bowie, 
21.89 miles. 

12. Missouri, Kansas and Texas of Texas; gap between Lockhart 
and Smithville, 35.93 miles, and extension from Boggy Tank to the 
Brazos river, 33.8 miles. 

Total, 323.32 miles, of which we have at present official knowledge. 
In addition to the above we are informed that there has been some track 
laid between North Galveston and Laporte and between Houston and La- 
j)Orte, but we have no official figures. Nor have we taken any account 
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of unchartered roads built in the lumber districts of Eastern Texas, one? 
of which we are informed is seven miles in length. 

From the third, seventh and eighth of the above roads only have we 
full reports at present, which are to June 30, 1892. 

The Fort Worth and Rio Grande report states, "Road built by con- 
tract; contractors receive per mile of completed road, with equipment, 
stock $19,000 per mile, bonds $20,000 per mile.** During the year 
$643,300 bonds were issued and $988,000 stock. 

The Velasco Terminal reports cost of

The Weatherford, Mineral Wells and Northwestern reports total cost 
of construction, $1,017,919.05, of which $1,000,000 is covered by two 
items, viz.: " Road built by contract, including equipment, $500,000," 
and " other items, $500,000." Under head of explanatory remarks they 
state that these sums ' ' represent respectively the bonds and stock deliv- 
ered for constructed road, equipment and franchises." The last word of 
this quotation is emphasized by us, for the reason that about the first of 
March last when this road was in operation between its present terminii, 
their books then showed total cost of construction and equipment a little 
over $500,000, and the item of capital stock did not then appear on their 
financial books. It has evidently since that time been entered on the book* 
and balanced against franchises, which we presume consists chiefly of a 
charter from the State, which charterib, when approved by the Attorney 
General, is obtainable by any three persons upon payment of the fee of 
the Secretary of State. 

For the first, second and fifth of the new roads and extensions we have 
as yet no figures, either by their direct report to us, or otherwise, of the 
amounts expended or book entries made in connection with construction. 

The Hearne and Brazos Valley was visited by our expert about July 1, 
when it was in process of construction. About 11 miles had been com- 
pleted at a cost of about $64,000 cash, or less than $6000 per mile. This^ 
included two buildings, a telegraph ofifice at the junction with the Inter-^ 
national and Great Northern Railroad, and a section house at Mumford. 
This road is standard gauge and laid with 40-pound steel rail. A second 
visit was made after the road was finished to Stone City, but the exami- 
nation was not completed, owing to want of time that could be spared 
at that point. It was ascertained, however, that the cost of construction 
was not much, if any, more than $6000 per mile. 

In reference to the cost of filling the gap in the San Antonio and Aran- 
sas Pass, we quote from two reports from its receivers to Judge King. Sep- 
tember 5, 1891, they state: " On June 6 we received an order of court 
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authorizing the completion of the unfinished line between Lexington and 
Lott stations, a distance of 53 miles. Bids were invited for this con- 
struction complete, water stations, stock pens, etc., and M. Kenedy being 
the lowest bidder, was awarded the contract for $300,000, payable in re- 
ceiver's certificates at par, bearing 6 per cent interest per annum. His 
contract called for completion of the work by September 25, 1891. On 
August 26, there having arisen a dispute between contractors and Gur- 
ley, Ross <fe Gurley , as to the ownership of the grade over which M. Kenedy 
was to construct the line, and said Kenedy having been enjoined from 
continuing his contract by the district judge of the Nineteenth Judicial 
District, your receivers assumed charge of the work, and are now prose- 
cuting it to completion at the expense of the contractor, M. Kenedy.*' 

October 1, 1892, they report to the same district judge as follows: 
"The 'gap' between Lexington and Lott, 53 miles, was completed at a 
cost of $366,493.20. For this purpose there were issued $300,000 in 
receiver's certificates, series A, leaving a cash expenditure of $66,493.20 
on this account by the receivers." 

The Commission is in possession of a copy of the specifications accom- 
panying this contract, and an estimate of the amount of material and 
work that would be required, from which it appears that everything from 
the grading up had to be done, and even the grading had to be completed 
and repaired in places. If we allow a valuation of about three thousand 
dollars per mile for right of wa^', engineering expenses and grading, this 
piece of road cost about $10,000 per mile. While this gap is spoken of 
as 53 miles in the receivers' reports, the present management call the 
distance from Lexington to Lott 57.5 miles, and report that number of 
miles of new road constructed. 

The reason that more has not been accomplished toward ascertaining^ 
the information required by section 11 is that so far the study of and 
adjustment of rates and the defense of those made in suits before Federal 
authorities has mainly engaged our personal attention, and we have had 
but one man regularly employed upon the work indicated in exhibits 
'*F," "G," and " H," and no inconsiderable portion of his time ha& 
also necessarily been consumed in the preparation of exhibits and evi- 
dence and in other service, at Dallas, Galveston, Tyler and Austin, con- 
nected with those suits. 

The investigations the Commission is required to make, and the facts 
it is intended to bring to view in accordance with the requirements of 
the eleventh section of the Commission law, are of very great importance. 
It has sent to the oflficers of the several railroads, as shown in exhibit "p]," 
its oflScial circular No. 22, calling for the information required by that 
section, requesting full details of the information therein called for. A 
reference to the answers of the several roads contained in that exhibit 
discloses the fact that we have so far been unable to obtain any consid- 
erable part of the desired information. And in order to enable us to 
obtain this information it will be necessary to pass a law, first, so as to 
bring railroad construction companies within its provisions, as many of 
the roads were built by such companies. And from the reports received 
from the railroad companies in such cases it seems they have kept no 
account of the actual cost of items of construction, and are unable to 
answer our inquiries. Second, if the law does not require the books, 
papers and accounts of the construction and operation of the railroads to 
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be kept in their principal offices in this State, a general law should be 
enacted so as to compel the return and retention of them in those offices. 
It will be seen by the answere of the companies to inquiries propounded 
to them under the eleventh and twelfth sections of the Commission law 
that they excuse themselves from answering in some cases on the ground 
that their road was constructed by construction companies, and that the 
accounts of such companies were not furnished to them. In other cases 
they say they are unable to answer our inquiries because their roads have 
become bankrupt, and have passed through the hands of receivers, and 
that the books, papers and accounts of the original companies have not 
been turned over to them. If necessary, a law should be enacted to require 
their books, papers, and accounts to pass to the purchasers under the re- 
ceiver's or trustee's sales. They can be of no use to the original com- 
pany after the title of the property has passed from it;. and their value 
to the purchasers of such roads, to the public and to the State, is readily 
seen. 

If these laws are not enacted, the only other means of an approximate 
compliance by the Commission with the requirements of the eleventh sec- 
tion of the Commission law will be for the Legislature to make an appro- 
priation large enough to enable the Commission to employ engineers and 
others to make examinations of the several roads, and ascertain, as nearly 
as may be, the cost of the rights of wa}^ and depot grounds, of bridges, 
of grading, of cross ties, of rails, of putting these in position, etc. 

Attention is especially invited to our circular request for this informa- 
tion, and to the answers made to it by the officers of the railroads, as 
shown in exhibit "E.'' 

As long as the railroad companies insist on deriving revenue from 
them to pay for their construction and equipment, to pay the interest on 
their indebtedness, and to pay reasonable dividends on the capital in- 
vested in them, the public has the moral and should have the legal right 
to know what such roads and their equipments actually cost and what 
they are now worth, so that the people may not be taxed to pay the 
principal and interest on stocks and bonds fraudulently issued. Such 
frauds are so notorious throughout the Union now, and their aggregate is 
so monstrous, amounting to three or four billions of dollars, that it be- 
comes a paramount duty of the law makers to protect the public against 
their exactions. 

On this subject We quote from the annual report of Railroad Commis- 
sion of Georgia for 1892 as follows: 

" Railroad companies ought to have the opportunity of earning a rea- 
sonable reward upon a fair and just valuation of their propert3\ On a 
just basis they ought to be able to earn a dividend. Interest and divi- 
dends ought not to be computed on overissues of stocks and bonds, nor 
on floating debts that result from extravagance and mismanagement, nor 
for the purposes of speculation.'* 

And, as illustrative of the methods and efifect of the issuance of fraud- 
ulent stocks and bonds of railroad companies, we quote from the same re- 
port as follows: 

''A grave public wrong confronts the country in the use of railroads 
as a means of speculation to defraud and rob the people and enrich the 
speculators, which presents a serious phase of the railroad problem, and 
demands, in our judgment, legislation. Roads are loaded with watered 
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Stock, and bonded far in excess of their value, from which collo.ssal for- 
tunes are made by reprehensible methods — methods not reached by laws 
either .to punish the guilty or to protect the innocent. Xhe railroad 
wrecker has become a fixed character upon our railroad system, who, with 
a bare majority of stock and a board of directors, waters the stock and 
makes overissues of bonds, which are bolstered up by declared dividends 
and earnings (often the proceeds of sales), and are bought by innocent 
purchasers until the overburdened road is broken down in credit under 
enormous debt and disproportioned capitalization, and goes into the hands 
of a receiver. While in the hands of a receiver the entire earnings of a 
road are used to place it in a first class condition, and when sold is usu- 
ally purchased by the wrecker. 

' ' Enriched by millions realized from the sale of watered stock and 
overissues of bonds of various names and classifications, and the owner 
of what is now a first class road, the wrecker begins again his wrecking 
scheme of speculation and fraud with more watered stock and bonds to 
be sold to an unsuspecting public, and wrecks and sells out again, with 
like disaster to the investor and increased fortunes to himself. 

" The evil does not stop here. The innocent holders of these excessive 
issues of stock and bonds demand rates of transportation suflScient to pay 
dividends and the interest on such bonds. If the rates are allowed, com- 
merce is injured and the people are oppressed; if denied, the road is 
again forced into the hands of a receiver, and again sold, to the loss of the 
innocent holders. Such a failure is the result not of small tonnage and 
low rates, but of false capitalization. 

" This evil, which seems to be inherent in our railway system, has be- 
come so frequent and enormous, with the same results of loss to the peo- 
ple and wealth to the wreckers, that a remedy is seriously demanded, and 
while the wrong, like many others, may not be entirely removed, it can 
undoubtedly be modified and held in check by proper legislation.'* 

There is another view connected with the assumption that all railroads 
should be made paying enterprises by the rates and fares levied by their 
officers or by commissioners authorized to make rates. A railroad may 
be improvidently located; it may be located in a country in which the 
business and population are not sufficient to make it a paying enterprise; 
it may be located so that on account of the competition of other roads, or 
of water routes, it can not be made to pay. When, by the exercise of 
bad judgment, mistakes of this kind are made, is the public to be held re- 
sponsible for them, and to make good the losses caused by the bad judg- 
ment in the investor, or by such accidents as may render the investment 
a bad one } It is not contended in any other branch of business that the 
public should make good the losses of individuals or corporations result- 
ing from their improvidence, their want of judgment, or on account of 
accidents causing loss on their investments. What reason can be assigned 
why the property in railroads should be made an exception to the rules 
which apply to all other property in this respect ? 

rOMPARISONS OF EARNINGS, EXPENSES AND TONNAGE WHILE COMMISSION 
RATES WERE IN EFFECT, WITH CORRESPONDING PERIODS BEFORE. 

Much attention has been given to collecting information as to earnings, 
expenses and tonnage of roads by months, so that comparisons could be 
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made with periods from and after September 1, 1891, the month in which 
the Commission's first tariff took effect, with corresponding periods be- 
fore. This -inf ormation was constantly used, as gathered by the Com- 
mission in the performance of their duties, to observe the effects of tariffs 
and the movement of freights. The data thus collected covers about 80 
per cent of the freight business within the State for two years. 

Exhibit G consists of a series of exhibits, showing the information 
thus obtained by the Commission up to the time of the closing of this re- 
port, concerning the freight earnings, gross earnings from all sources, 
operating expenses, net earnings, total amount of freight hauled which 
yielded revenue, average amount received for each ton hauled, total 
number of revenue-yielding tons of freight hauled one mile, and the 
average revenue received per ton per mile, of the railroads in Texas, for 
different periods of time, ranging from six to twelve months in 1891 and 
1892, since the Commission's first tariff went into effect, as compared with 
the corresponding months of the years 1890 and 1891. 

The difference in the lengths of periods for which comparisons are made 
is due to the fact that it has been impossible to get the data from all 
roads up to any even date. The last exhibit in exhibit G contains a 
summary of all of the preceding exhibits and shows the following net in- 
creases under the Commission for the roads from which the data has been 
obtained :

FREE PASSES. 

One of the evils connected with the railroad service of this State is the 
allowance by them of free passes to persons carried by them. 

On this subject we quote with approval from the First Annual Report 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission as follows: 

'* The evils of free transportation of persons were not less conspicuous 
than those which have been mentioned. This,. where it extended beyond 
the persons engaged in railroad service, was commonly favoritism in a 
most unjust and offensive form. Free transportation was given not only 
to secure business, but to conciliate the favor of localities and of public 
bodies; and, while it was often demanded by persons who had, or claimed 
to have, influence which was capable of being made use of to the preju- 
dice of the railroads, it was also accepted by public officers of all grades 
and of all varieties of service. In these last cases the pass system was 
particularly obnoxious and baneful; for if any return was to be made or 
was expected of public oflScers, it was of something which was not theirs 
to give, but which belonged to the public or to constituents. A ticket 
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entitling one to free passage by rail was often more effective in enlisting- 
the assistance and support of the holder than its value in money would 
have been, and in a great many cases it would be received and availed 
of when the offer of money, made to accomplish the same end, would 
have been spurned as a bribe. Much suspicion of public men resulted, 
which was sometimes just, but also sometimes unjust and cruel; and some 
deterioration of the moral sense of the community traceable to this 
cause was unavoidable while the abuse continued. The parties most fre- 
quently and most largely favored were those possessing large means and 
having large business interests. 

"The general fact came to be that in proportion to the distance they 
were carried those able to pay the most paid the least. One without 
means had seldom any ground on which to demand free transportation^ 
while with wealth he was likely to have many grounds on which he 
could make it for the interest of the railroad company to favor him, and 
he was sometimes favored with free transportation not only for himself 
and his famil}^, but for business agents also, and even sometimes for 
his customers. The demand for free transportation was often in the 
nature of blackmail, and was yielded to unwillingly and through fear of 
damaging consequences from a refusal. But the evils were present as 
much when it was extorted as when it was freely given.'' 

In addition to the evils mentioned in the foregoing extract it is be- 
lieved free passes were given, during the political canvass which pre- 
ceeded the recent election in this State, for the purpose of influencing the 
election, and for the additional purpose of controlling a great measure of 
State policy, to an extent largely affecting injuriously the revenues of the 
railroads. And it is notorious that on former occasions free transporta- 
tion has been liberally given by the railroads to persons to visit the 
capital during sessions of the Legislature to lobby for them against meas- 
ures intended for the protection and relief of the people of the State. 

It will be for the Legislature to determine whether the railroad corpora- 
tions shall be allowed to continue to exercise such a power over the 
rights of the people and the policy of the State. 

Such abuses of power have no other or better foundation than the 
arbitrary taxation of one part of the people of the State for the benefit 
of another part of them. It is the transfer of the money of one part of 
the people to another part of them without any consideration in return 
therefor, and without the consent of the people so taxed for the benefit 
of others. 

The railroads must of necessity obtain the money required to pay for 
constructing and operating them, to meet the fixed charges on them, and 
to pay interest on the investments in them from the fares levied on 
passengers and from the rates of freight levied on the commerce which 
they carry, and any part of the people which are carried free of charge 
are not so carried at the expense of the roads, but the cost of their 
transportation must be paid by other people in order to obtain the neces- 
sar}^ revenue for the roads, and to preserve their usefulness to the public. 

Among "the general, great and essential principles of liberty and free 
government" reserved by the people to themselves in the bill of rights 
to our State Constitution is the following: 

"All free men when they form a social compact have equal rights, and 
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no man or set of men is entitled to exclusive separate public emoluments 
or privileges but in consideration of public services.*' 

The allowance of free passes is not in the nature of a gift by a private 
party. The railroad corporations are quasi public corporations. They 
exist only by authority of the State. They are maintained by what the 
public contributes to their support. They have no right to tax one citi- 
zen for the benefit of another. This the State itself can not do, nor has 
it the power to authorize a citizen or corporation to do so. 

The Constitution of the State makes the further provision: 

"No person's property shall be taken, damaged, or destroyed, or ap- 
plied to public use, without adequate compensation being made, unless 
by the consent of such person." 

And further: 

"That no citizen of this State shall be deprived of life, liberty, prop- 
erty, privileges, or immunities, or in any manner disfranchised, except 
by the due course of the law of the land." 

These great fundamental principles are clearly violated when a public 
carrier gives to one part of the people the money of another part of them, 
or gives privileges to one part of them which are denied to another part 
of them. If the railroads of the State are able to pretermit any part of 
the money now earned in carrying passengers, then it should be given 
to the people as a whole by reducing passenger fare, and not a part of 
them in the form of free transportation. 

We believe that upon principle and just public policy the law ought 
to prohibit the allowance of free transportation on the railroads to any 
other than the employes on such roads when in the performance of ser- 
vice for them, and whose names shall appear on the pay rolls of the 
company. 

We also suggest that a law should be passed requiring all railroad 
companii»s in this State to designate an officer or person at their general 
offices to whom tariffs, report blanks, and all other notices, may be sent 
by the Railroad Commission, and on whom process may be served by its 
direction, and to notify the Commission of the name and postoffice ad- 
dress of such officer or person. 

CONCLUSION. 

A compliance with the requirements of the law in the preparation of 
this report has involved a very great amount of labor, which was much 
augmented by the difficulty of obtaining reports and data from the rail- 
road companies. On the 10th, 11th and 12th days of August last we 
sent by express to forty of the railroad companies of the State the " re- 
port forms," in book form, for their annual reports, containing the nec- 
essary blanks and questions intended to elicit the information called for 
by the 12th section of the Commission law. 

The law requires the answers of the railroad companies to the ques- 
tions so forwarded to them to be made within thirty days. Of the f orty-lBP^ 
railroads to which these report forms and questions were sent only twelve 
had made answers before the 15th of November. One in addition had 
made a report for six months. On the 15th of November the Commis- 
sion by letter called the attention of the roads which had failed to report 
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up to that time, to that fact, and they were advised by the Commission 
that it was its desire to obtain these reports without the necessity of 
causing legal proceedings to be instituted for that purpose, and that it 
was necessary they should be made promptly to enable the Commission 
to prepare its annual report. Since that time, after much correspond- 
ence, we have received the reports of twenty-four additional roads, and 
for six months of one other road, leaving three roads, to which report 
forms were sent, from which we have received no reports. 

As to railroads which fail to make their annual reports in time for use 
in our annual report, we will place their cases in the hands of the Attor- 
ney General, so that he ma}- proceed to collect the penalties provided by 
law. While it has been our hope to avoid this necessity, we can not 
consent to longer delay. 

There are ten other railroads of minor importance, ranging from one 
mile to thirteen miles in length, to which we did not send the report 
form and questions. Some of them are private, unchartered roads; some 
are not being operated; one is not operated by steam power. Our printed 
report forms were so nearly exhausted in furnishing the roads, and in 
the preparation for the injunction suits, that we thought it not advisable 
to send them to these minor roads, and it would have involved consid- 
erable expense to have had a new edition of them printed. 

We present in our report and the accompanying exhibits a statement 
of the operations of the Commission, and as full information as we have 
been able to obtain as to the condition of the railroad service of the 
State. 

This report and accompanying exhibits will sufficiently testify to the 
great amount of labor and investigation bestowed by the Commission on 
its organization and the conduct of its business up to this time. 

In addition to their other duties, much of the time of the members of 
the Commission, and of those aiding them in their duties, since the injunc- 
tion suits were brought against it, has been given to the preparation of 
documents and statistical tables to be used on the hearing of those cases 
at Dallas in July, and in the preparation of like documents to be used in 
the final trials, while members of the Commission thought it necessary to 
attend that hearing, and have since given a good deal of their time to 
attending to the taking of testimony in a number of counties to be used 
on the trial of those cases. This has seriously impeded its progress in 
the performance of its ordinary duties. It has prevented the comple- 
tion of the classification and rates on general merchandise, and from es- 
tablishing the rates of charges of express companies, both of which, but 
for this interference with their duties, would have been done before this 
time. 

We think it not out of place to say that, on account of the smallness of 
our clerical force, which is less than one-half the clerical force of even 
the smaller class of railroads, we have not limited ourselves and our cler- 
ical assistants to the usual office hours for work, but all have been en- 
gaged generally from breakfast until well up into the evening, with only 
time to get dinner. 

The Commission takes great pleasure in testifying to the faithfulness, 
diligence, and efficiency of their clerical force. And they feel that it is 
due to their secretary, Mr. J. J. Arthur; their principal expert rate man. 
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Mr. E. D. True, and to their expert accountant, ]M[jrv>H. G. Askew, to 
acknowledge the industry, patience, and great labor mey have performed 
in aiding us in the organization and conduct of the business of the Com- 
mission.

The local of the other road is 8 cents; the sum of the 
two locals is 16.8 cents; deduct 20 per cent, and the result shows the correct 
through rate, which is 13.5 cents.

First. In order to equalize the rates on shipments of cotton made from points^ 
where there are no compresses, with those on shipments from points at which 
there are compresses, it is ordered that in all cases where cotton shall be re- 
ceived by the railroads uncompressed at points having no compresses, such rail- 
roads may have such cotton compressed before it arrives at the point of destina- 
tion in Texas; and in case such cotton is compressed before reaching such des- 
tination, and the expense of compressing shall be paid by the railroad carrying 
such cotton, the rate shall be ten (10) cents per 100 pounds more than the rate^ 
prescribed for compressed cotton in Commodity Tariff No. 6, to defray the ex- 
pense of compressing. 

Second. If uncompressed cotton shall be shipped from points having no com- 
presses to points in Texas, and the railroad or railroads carrying the same shall 
refuse to have it compressed, as provided in first section of this order, before 
reaching its destination in Texas, the rate on such shipments shall be the same 
as is prescribed in said Tariff No. 6 on compressed cotton. 

Third. If any shipper of uncompressed cotton shall prefer to have the same 
carried to its destination without being compressed, he may so direct its ship- 
ment, and in such case the rate on the same shall be ten (10) cents per 100 pounds 
more than the rate prescribed by said Tariff No. 6 on compressed cotton. 

Fourth. On all shipments of uncompressed cotton received by railroads, if 
such railroads intend to avail themselves of the provisions of the first section of 
this circular, the bills of lading shall in every instance specify that such cotton 
is to be compressed in transit, and the expenses of compressing to be paid by 
the carrier. And if from any cause such cotton shall not be compressed, any 
excess in the freight charges over the rate on compressed cotton, as provided in 
said Tariff No. G, shall be an overcharge, and if collected shall be refunded. 

Fifth. It is not intended that the provisions of this circular .shall affect the 
provisions of Commodity Tariff No. 6 in respect to the concentration of cotton 
at compress points, nor any other of the provisions of said Tariff not in conflict 
herewith.

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<30tton, and that Circular No. 25 has and shall have no application to such ship- 
ments.

Bules and Regulations , 

Subject to the provisions of the laws of the State of Texas affecting the trans- 
portation of calves, goats, hogs and sheep in double deck cars. Art. 4227b, sec- 
tions 1 and 2, Sayles' Texas Civil Statutes. 

First. The minimum weights of shipments loaded in double deck cars of 
standard gauge shall be as follows, provided that cars exceeding 30J^ feet in 
length shall be loaded to their full capacity :

Cars 30 J>^ feet and under 20,000 pounds. 

(^ars 32 feet and over 30^^ feet 20,800 pounds. 

(Jars 33 feet and over 32 feet '. 21,400 pounds. 

( 'ars 34 feet and over 33 feet 22,000 pounds. 

Cars 35 feet and over 34 feet 22,500 pounds. 

(Jars 36 feet and over 35 feet 23.000 pounds. 

Cars 37 feet and over 36 feet 23,500 pounds. 

Cars over 37 feet 24!000 pounds. 

Second. The minimum weight of each shipment of calves, goats, hogs and 
sheep sufficient to load only a single deck ear of standard gauge shall be 15,000 
pounds. 

Third. The minimum weights of shipments in narrow gauge cars shall be as 
follows: In double deck cars, 20,000 pounds; in single deck cars, 15,000 pounds. 

Fourth. Transportation of men in charge : Parties in charge of shipments 
of calves, goats, hogs and sheep in carloads shall be passed free as follows, pro- 
viding that shipments exceeding two carloads shall be shipped by one consignor 
to one consignee : 

With one or two cars One man without return pass. 

With five cars and over two cars One man with return pass. 

With more than five cars Two men with return passes. 

Note. — Return passes shall afford transportation only to original point of 
shipment. Each railroad company shall use proper methods to secure the iden- 
tification of parties entitled to free transportation under this rule. 

Exceptions. 

First. The rate between Houston and Galveston and intermediate points shall 
be 5 cents per 100 pounds. 

Second. The rate from Mustang, Areola and Dukes, stations on the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe Railway, to Houston and Galveston shall be 5 cents per

The rates on shipments from Karnes City and stations on the San 
Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway south thereof, including those on the Alice 
branch, to all stations on the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway and to 
Galveston, shall be 10 per cent higher than the rates herein prescribed.

Bules and Begulations , 

Subject to the provisions of the law of the State of Texas, affecting the trans- 
portation of calves, goats, hogs, and sheep in double deck cars. Article 4227b, 
sections 1 and 2, Sayles' Texas Civil Statutes. 

First. Minimum weights for stan-lard gauge cars : The minimum weights of 
shipments of beef cattle, stock cattle, oxen, horses, and mules, in single deck 
cars, and of calves, goats, hogs, and sheep, in double deck cars, shall be as fol- 
lows, provided that cars exceeding 303:^ feet in length shall be loaded to their 
full capacity : 

Internal Measurement. 

Cars 30J^ feet and under 20,000 pounds. 

Cars 32 feet and over 'S0}4 feet 20,800 pounds. 

Cars 33 feet and over 32 feet 21,400 pounds. 

Cars 34 feet and over 33 feet 22,000 pounds. 

( 'ars 35 feet and over 34 feet 22,500 pounds. 

Cars 36 feet and over 35 feet 23,000 pounds. 

Cars 37 feet and over 36 feet 23..500 pounds. 

Cars over 37 feet 24,000 pounds. 

Cars exceeding 30}^ feet in length, being loaded short of their full capacity, 
the minimum weight of shipments contained in them shall be 20,000 pounds. 

XoTE. — This rule shall not be construed as imposing upon railroad companies 
the obligation to furnish cars of specific dimensions. 

Second. The minimum weight of each shipment of calves, goats, hogs and 
sheep, sufficient in quantity to load only a single deck car of standard gauge, 
shall be 15,000 pounds. 

Third. Minimum weights for narrow gauge cars : The minimum weights of 
shipments of stock cattle, beef cattle, oxen, horses and mules in single deck 
cars, and of calves, goats, hogs and sheep in double deck cars of narrow gauge, 
shall be 20,000 pounds; and the minimum weight of shipments of calves, goats, 
hogs and sheep in single deck cars of narrow gauge shall be 15,000 pounds. 

Fourth. Shipments of live stock transported to points on lines of gauge 
diflferent from that of lines on which points of origin are situated, shall be sub- 
ject to the minimum weights prescribed for narrow gauge cars. 

Fifth. Transportation of men in charge: Parties in charge of shipments of 
live .stock in carloads shall be passed as follows ; provided, that shipments ex- 
ceeding two carloads shall be shipped by one consignor to one consignee : 

With one or two cars, one man without return pass. 

With five cars and over two cars, one man with return pass. 

With more than five cars, two men with return passes ; it being understood 
that the return passes shall furnish transportation only to original point of 
shipment. 

Each railroad company shall use proper methods to secure the identification 
of parties entitled to free transportation under this rule. 

Sixth. The rates and regulations of this tariff* apply on shipments of live 
stock, as described, when transported in ordinary live stock or stable cars. 
When in palace stock cars, the shipments will be charged the customary rental 
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of the compaDies owning such cars in addition to the freight rates herein 
established. 

A stable car is one having two gates which divide its interior into t^iree com- 
partments, while palace cars have a seperate compartment for each animal. 

Exceptions, 

First. The rate between Houston, Galveston and intermediate stations on 
shipments of live stock subject to this tarift* shall be 5 cents per 100 pounds. 

Second. The rates on live stock subject to this tariflF from Mustang, Areola 
and Dukes, stations on the Gulf. Colorado and Santa Fe Railway, to Houston 
and Galveston, shall be 5 cents per 100 pounds. 

Third. The rates to Houston and Galveston from stations on the Columbia 
branch of the International and Great Northern Railroad shall not exceed the 
following named rates: On horses and mules to Houston 1}4. cents, and to Gal- 
veston 10 cents per 100 pounds; on other class of stock subject to this tariflF, 
to Houston 5 cents, and to Galveston fJ^ cents per 100 pounds. 

Fourth. The following rates on live stock subject to this tariflF from stations 
on the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway to San Antonio shall remain in 
force: From Karnes City and Kennedy, 9J4 cents; from Nichols, Pettus and 
Walton, \{)% cents; from Beeville,!!^^ cents; from Skidmore, Papaiote and Sin- 
ton, 13 cents; from Mesquital, 13 cents; from Gregory, Aransas Harbor, Rock- 
port, Portland and Corpus Christi, \h% cents; from Mathis, 14t% cents; from 
Wades, Reynolds, Driscoll and Alice, 1(>3^ cents per 100 pounds. 

Fifth. The following rates on live stock subject to this tariflF. from stations 
on the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway to Houston and Galveston, shall 
remain in force: From Karnes City, Sinton and intermediate stations to Hous- 
ton 173^ cents, to Galveston 20 cents; from Mesquital, Gregory, Aransas Harbor, 
Rockport, Portland and Corpus Christi to Houston 26 cents, to Galveston 25 cents; 
from Mathis to Houston 20 cents, to Galveston 223^ cents ; from Wades, Reynolds, 
Driscoll and Alice to Houston 223^ cents, to Galveston 27 J^ cents per 100 pounds. 
The rates from stations on the San Antonio and Aransas Pass Railway north of 
Karnes City, shall be to Houston 173^ cents and to Galveston 20 cents per 100 
pounds, except in cases where the mileage rates prescribed in this tariflF are 
higher. 

Sixth. The rates on live stock subject to this tariflF from Goliad, Beeville 
and intermediate stations on the G.. W. T. & P. Ry. shall be, to Houston, 11% 
cents and to Galveston, 20 cents per 100 pounds. 

Seventh. The following rates on beef cattle, oxen, horses and mules from 
stations named below on the G., H. & S. A. Ry. and the T. & N. O. R. R. to 
Houston and Galveston shall be as follows: From Randon to Houston. 1% 
cents; from Crosby to Houston, 5 cents, to Galveston, 10 cents; from Cedar to 
Houston, 6 cents, to Galveston, 11 cents; from Dayton to Houston, 73>2 cents, to 
Galveston, 123^ cents; from Devers to Houston, 73^^ cents, to Galveston, 12}^ 
cents; from Beaumont and Orange to Houston, 10 cents, to Galveston, 15 cents 
per 100 pounds.

The transportation of freight free or at reduced rates for any person, firm or 
corporation not included in the exceptions above specified, constitutes a dis- 
crimination and subjects the offender to the penalties provided in section 14. 

The Commission has decided: 1. That a church is not an object of charity, 
and therefore not entitled to the benefit of the exception applicable to charitable 
institutions. 2. That Buckner's Orphans Home, located in Dallas county, be- 
ing a charitable institution, is entitled to the benefit of the exception. 3. That 
household goods, section house supplies, or other property belonging to rail- 
road employes, can not be transported free or at rates other than those prescribed 
in the regular tariff applicable to such goods or property.

Roads desiring to establish a tariff* covering reshipments of freight refused by 
consignees to the consignor or other person may fix a lower rate for such ship- 
ments than that prescribed in the regular tariff. The Commission can not ap- 
prove a rate intended to cover a special case ; besides goods of a perishable na- 
ture would become worthless by the time rates approved by the ( Commission 
take effect, if application for rates to cover reshipments is not made until the 
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occasion arises for reshipmeut, hence the necessity for a regular tariff covering 
all cases of reshipments likely to arise. 

Kates on stock cattle, moved from one point to another on account of the 
scarcity of water or feed, or for breeding purposes, or for the purpose of con- 
centration at a given point to be fed for market, may be less than the regular 
tariff applicable to cattle intended for slaughtering purposes. Roads desiring 
to put on a tariff to cover such cases may do so under such regulations as may 
be necessary to protect the tariff on stock destined for slaughter. 

The frequency of requests for special rates in such cases suggests the necessity 
for some such general tariffs as are above indicated.

Such proportions having been represented 
to the < 'ommission as unreasonably low. the first section of Circular No. 20 was 
made to secure to each of the lines, A and B, a revenue equal to 4 cents per 100 
pounds, which is the lowest rate named in Commodity Tariff" No. 3, thus mak- 
ing the through rate for the 25 miles 8 instead of G cents per 100 pounds. 

becond. The rate in the same tariff' for 40 miles is 8 cents per 1(X) pounds. If 
the 40 miles is composed of the mileage of two lines, A and B, whose regular 
basis of division is A 75 per cent and B 25 percent, the proportions of the rate of 
8 cents would be for A 6 cents and B 2 cents per 100 pounds. Section 2 of Cir- 
cular secures to the line B a revenue of 4 cents per 100 pounds (the lowest rate

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Circular No, 28, Establishing rules and conditions for the disposition of certain 

freights after arrival at destination. 

Office of Railroad Commission of Texas, 

Austin, October 22, 1891. 

The following rules and conditions governing the disposition of freights, as 
described, after their arrival at destination shall take eft'ect November 2, 1891 : 

First. Sundays and legal holidays shall not form portions of any periods of 
time herein designated. 

Second. Every railroad company, upon whose line the point of destination 
of carload freights is situated, shall place the cars containing such freights in 
position suitable for unloading within twenty-four (24) hours after their arrival. 

Third. Every railroad company, through its agent at points of destination 
at which carload freights arrive, shall, without delay after such arrival, serve 
consignees or their agents with written notice of same, such notice to be re- 
garded as operative only from the time at which cars are placed in position for 
unloading. 

The method of giving notice shall be by delivering the notice to the consignee 
or his agent in person, or by leaving the same at his usual place of business, if 
he resides or does business in the town or city in which the railroad depot is 
situated; or by depositing the notice in the postoIHce of such town or city, 
when the consignee or his agent reside without the town; and when merchan- 
dise is shipped to a station where there is no railroad agent, the notice aforesaid 
shall be given by the railroad agent to whom the waybill is delivered. 

Fourth. Consignees or their agents failing to remove carload freights from 
the cars within forty-eight (48) hours after the cars shall have been placed in 
position for unloading, shall pay to the railroad company one (1) dollar per day 
for each car remaining unloaded for the first five (5) days, and thereafter three 
(3) dollars per day for each car remaining unloaded ; computing the time for 
such charges from the expiration of the said forty-eight (48) hours. 

Fifth. Consignees or owners of carload freights specially requesting a rail- 
road company to hold such freights in cars beyond the forty-eight hours after 
cars shall have been placed in position for unloading, shall be subject to the 
same obligations of payment as established by fourth paragraph hereof. 

Sixth, ('onsignees or their agents failing or refusing to unload cars within 
forty-eight (48) hours from the time notice of arrival is served and cars are 
placed in position for unloading, the railroad company shall have the privilege 
of unloading such cars and storing the merchandise, and having unloaded the 
cars, shall charge and collect one (1) dollar per car for such service before de- 
livering the merchandise to consignees or their agents.

When such loaded car shall be so tendered, it shall be received and 
transported to its destination by the road .to which tendered, if destined to a 
point on its line, and if destined to a point on some connecting line or lines, 
then it shall be transported to the next connecting line in the route over which 
shipped, and delivered to such connecting road to hv transported to tlie point 
of destination. 

Third. The rate of transportation on loaded cars so tendered shall be upon 
the commodity or property with which they are loaded, without regard to the 
fact as to what road said cars belong, and the rates shall be the same as are 
established or in use for like commodities when hauled in the cars belonging to 
the roads over which the same are hauled . 

Fourth. The provisions of this circular shall apply only to loaded cars 
which have arrived at the point of original destination and which it may be- 
come necessary or desirable to reship to another destination within this State, 
without unloading, and to such as may be loaded at the point where tendered 
for shipment. 

Fifth . Every railroad company hauling loaded cars destined to be carried to a 
point on a connecting line or to be carried over a connecting line or lines, and 
upon which through bills of lading to the point of destination have not been given 
by the road upon which the same originated, shall deliver said loaded cars at 
the designated point of junction with the connecting line to the road over 
which said loaded cars are to be carried without unloading the same if so re- 
Kjuested, and the road or roads on or. over which such loaded cars may be carried 
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shall pay to the road owning the cars the established rate for the use of such 
cars, and when there is no established rate they shall pay the usual rate for the 
use of such cars; and when such cars shall have been unloaded the same shall be 
returned to the road to which they belong by the road or roads so using them 
free of charge to Uie owner.

Under the eleventh section of the act of the Legislature of the 3d of March. 
1891, entitled "An Act to establish a Kailroad (Commission for the State of 
Texas, whereby discrimination and extortion in railroad charges may be pre- 
vented, and reasonable freight and passenger tarift's may be established ; to pre- 
scribe and authorize the making of rules and regulations to govern the (Commis- 
sion and the railroads, and afford railroad companies and other parties ade- 
quate remedies; to prescribe penalties for the violation of this act, and to pro- 
vide means and rules for its enforcement:'' it is provided that '' For the purpose 
in this section, the Commission may employ sworn experts to assist them 
when needed, and from time to time, as the information required by this 
section is obtained, it shall communicate the same to the Attorney General by 
report, and file a duplicate thereof with the (Comptroller for public use, and 
said information shall be printed from time to time in the annual report of the 
Commission."

Bend county. It owed a floating debt of .i^.>0.000, to secure which it executed a 
deed of trust to Robert Mills, trustee, dated December 16, 1878. The company 
was unable to float its bonds or raise money to extend its road, and in consider- 
ation of an agreement made witli (George Scaly and associates to build 200 miles 
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of the road, all of the stock in the company was transferred to them. The 
county of Galveston, in consideration of this agreement, transferred all of its 
«tock to Mr. George Sealy and associates, and nearly all of the remaining stock 
was transferred to George Sealy and his associates for nominal amounts. The 
road was sold under the deed of trust April 15, 1879, and purchased by George 
Sealy for ^250,000, which amount was Applied to pajdng off the debts of the old 
company. Whereupon George Sealy and his associates organized the present 
company and issued to themselves ^1,000.000 in stock as representing the $750,- 
000 in stock held by them in the ohl company and ^'250,000 which George Sealj' 
had paid at such sale, and which was appropriated as above stated ; or in other 
words. Sealy and associates sold the property to the new company in considera- 
tion of 61,000,000 in stock, that amount of money having therefore been actually 
paid and used in construction of the railroad and acquirement of other assets. 

In 1882 the G.. V. & S. V. Ky. Co. purchased the C. tfe M. R. R. Co. at private 
-sale from George Sealey and his associates for 204 of their first mortgage bonds 
of the par value of $10(K) each and 2385 shares of the fully paid up capital stock 
of par value of .$100 each. The Supreme Court of Texas afterwards decided on 
account of certain defects in charter power that the G., C. & S. F. Ry. Co. had 
not acquired good title to the proj^erty.

Answer : The Texas and Pacific Railway ( 'ompany was, by its charter, ap- 
proved by the President' of the United States March 3, 1871, authorized and em- 
powered to build a line of railway, complete in all its parts, from a point at or 
near the city of Marshall, Harrison county, Texas, westerly to a point at or near 
El Paso, thence through the Territories of Xew Mexico and Arizona and the 
State of ('alifornia, to the Bay of San Diego. And by its charter and other leg- 
islative acts, was empowered to unite and consolidate with certain other rail- 
road companies and acquire their franchises and property. In pursuance of 
such power it did purchase the property and franchise of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad of Texas, by deed dated March 1, 1872, and did also purchase the 
rights, franchises and property of the Southern Transcontinental Railway Com- 
pany, by deed dated March 30, 1872, and did also acquire a leasehold interest in 
the Vicksburg, Shreveport and Pacific Railroad, extending from Shreveport. 
Louisiana, to the State line of Texas, and did also purchase and acquire the line 
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of the New Orleans Pacific Railway Company, on the 20th day of June, 1881. 
extending from the city of New Orleans to the city of Shreveport, Louisiana. 

The construction account of the Texas and Pacific Railway Company, created 
in carrying out the chartered rights ahove enumerated, amounted on June 30, 
1891, (and so appeared on its hooks) to the sum of ^80,473,006.86. 

This amount represents the cost of the road and its equipment to the owners 
thereof on the date named, and covers not only the original cost of construction 
and equipment, right of way, buildings, terminal properties, etc., of the entire 
line, but also the cost of permanent additions and reconstruction by receivers; 
also cost of surveying and grading the line between Sierra Blanea and El Paso, 
and cost of surveying the line from El Paso to San Diego, the erection of costly 
shop buildings and machinery at different points, and other expenses properly 
connected with the creation of the line from the period since its charter was ob- 
tained, and the construction of the property commenced. 

During the twenty years the company has been in operation it has undergone 
many changes, and its debt has been twice reorganized. There being nothing 
in its charters requiring separate accounts to be kept of each item entering into 
its construction, there has been no effert made in that direction, and owing to 
the circumstances under which the line was constructed and acquired, it would 
be quite impossible at this time to separate and group the items entering into 
the cost of the road under the numerous headings required in this report, or 
even separate, and state the exact cost of the construction of the line in the 
State of Texas. 

The Texas and Pacific Railway, in the State of Texas, was constructed under 
great difliculties and at a heavy cost to its owners. When the construction of 
the road commenced, in November, 1872, from Longview, Texas, from Marshall 
to Texarkana, and from Texarkana west towards Sherman, the lines of rail- 
way leading from St. Louis into the State and from Galveston north were 
not completed and could only be used for the transportation of material to a 
limited extent, and as all supplies had to be shipped via St. Louis, New Or- 
leans and Galveston, owing to the non-completion of the lines from those 
points into the State, serious delay was encountered. Added to this, the Red 
River was not navigable beyond Monroe, La., -owing to low water; there- 
fore the want of transportation facilities added greatly to the cost of the work. 
As^ortheastern Texas was almost destitute of any surplus of provisions and 
forage, the company was forced to supply its contractors by placing wagon 
trains between Monroe and Shreveport, at a cost of haul from 4 to 7 cents per 
pound for freight. In addition to this, the company had to haul its heavy con- 
struction material and supplies, for both men and animals from points on the 
Houston and Texas Central, Missouri, Kansas and Texas and International and 
Great Northern Roads long distances during the wet season; to illustrate, the 
company's force account in January, 1873, upon the north and south lines, 
showed 3500 teams and 5500 men employed in grading, bridging and tieing tiie 
road then under course of construction, and nearly all the provisions and sup- 
plies for their use had to be hauled long distances, the cost of hay averaging 
^90 per ton and corn from $2.50 to $3.50 per bushel, other articles proportion- 
ately high. 

These extraordinary expenditures, that so generally increased the cost of the 
road, were undertaken by the company in order, if possible, to comply with the 
onerous demand of the State of Texas, which required both lines to be com- 
pleted to Fort Worth by January, 1874. The company's engineers at the time 
estimated this increased cost at thirty-three and one-third per cent above what 
true economy dictated ; in fact, it may be said that these conditions led in 1872. 
in a measure, to the failure of the construction company with whom the road 
had contracted, and compelled a reorganization of the bonded debt of the rail- 
way company. 

The western division of the road, extending from Fort Worth to Sierra Blanea, 
which was completed in the year 1881, was also constructed in the face of great 
difficulties and at a heavy cost, owing to the fact that it penetrated a region of 
country that was an arid and trackless wilderness, where even water had to be 
transported great distances. The cost of material entering into its construction 
was very great, particularly so in the matter of rails, the company's charter per- 
mitting only the use of rails of American manufacture, thereby preventing pur- 
chases in foreign markets of cheaper and better material. 

While the operation of this division has been unprofitable to the company, and 
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those who invested in the securities issued for its construction suffered irrepara- 
ble loss, the line opened up a vast agricultural area, created the populous towns 
of Abilene, Baird, Colorado and Big Springs, and added millions of dollars to 
the taxable wealth of the State.

13. On June 30. 1891. what property was on hand belonging to the said rail- 
road company? And the value of same? 

1st. The values of the kinds of property specified in the answers to questions 
Nos. 2and3? 

2d. The kinds and values of property not embraced therein? 

Answer : It would be at this time an utter impossibility to state what amount 
of property was on hand June 30, 1891. No inventory having been taken at 
that date, this company, can not answer this interrogatory. 

14. Has there been any judicial or other sale or sales of the said railroad, its 
property or franchises? If so. what was the character of the sale? To whom 
was the sale made ? What was the amount paid ? And in what manner was it 
paid ? 

Answer: There has been no sale. 

The finances of this company were reorganized under the modified agreement, 
a copy of which is hereto attached, in the year 1888. 

There was no sale or foreclosure, as was contemplated in the modified agree- 
ment. 

MODIFIED ACJREEMENT. 

This agreement, made this 13th dav of August. 1886, between Isaac J. Wist^r. 
John Markoe. Robert Fleming. C.'M.McGhee. Jacob IT. Schift*. William 1). 
Winsor, and John X. Hutchinson, a committee of the bond and stockholders of 
the Texas and Pacific Railway Company, hereinafter called the committee of 
the first part; and such of the stockholders, bondholders, and other creditors of 
the Texas and Pacific Railway Company as shall become parties to this agree- 
ment and comply with the terms thereof, of the second part; witnesseth : 

Whereas, an agreement between a reorganization committee, consisting of 
Isaac J. Wistar, Lewis May. (^. E. Satterlee, B. F. Newcomer, John Markoe. 
William D. Winsor, John Lowber Welsh, and John N. Hutchinson, and such 
security holders of the Texas and Pacific Railway Company as should assent 
and become i)artios thereto, was made on April 27, 1886, reciting a certain pro- 
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posed plan of reorganization of said company, to which a large number of said 
security holders have become parties by the deposit of their respective securi- 
ties; 

And whereas, in the said agreement full powers were granted to said commit- 
tee to fill vacancies in the committee, and to modify the plan of reorganization 
as in the judgment of the committee might be deemed necessary; 

And whereas, by sundry resignations and substitutions the said committee 
has since become changed so as to consist of the following persons, viz., Isaac 
J. Wistar, John Markoe, Robert Fleming. C. M. McGhee, Jacob 11. Schiff. Wil- 
liam D. Winsor. and John X. Hutchinson ; 

And whereas, certain modifications and changes in the plan of reorganization 
have, in the judgment of the committee, been deemed necessary, and, as such, 
been adopted by the committee, so that the plan as modified shall be as follows, 
to wit ; 

''''Plan of Beorganization. 

**A11 existing mortgages, with the exception of the school fund loan of tlie 
State of Texas (8167,000), and the first mortgage of the eastern division ($3,784,- 
000), each of which bears interest at the rate of per cent per annum, are to be 
foreclosed and a new company is to be organized, which shall execute two 
mortgages, to be known as first and second mortgages respectively. 

*' The New First Mortgage. 
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The principal sum of the new first mortgage shall not exceed $25,000,000. 
It shall be payable in gold in the year 2000 A. I). ; interest shall be at the rate of 5 
per cent per annum, payable semi-annually in gold, the first coupon being due 
December 1, 1888. It is provided that an amount of these bonds not exceed- 
ing $3,951,000 shall be reserved absolutely and solely for the purpose of redeem- 
ing the first mortgage of the eastern division and settling the claims of the 
State of Texas. 

^^The New Second Mortgage. 

*'The principal sum of the new second mortgage shall not exceed $125,000,000. 
It shall be payable in gold in the year 2000 A. D.: interest shall be at the rate 
of 5 per cent per aiinum, to run from December 1, 1887, payable annually in 
gold out of the net income of the company, and shall be non-cumulative. 

" This mortgage shall contain no power to foreclose upon default in the in- 
terest except in the event of a foreclosure of the first mortgage; but on and 
after 1892 the trustee, in case of non-payment of interest in full, shall, on request 
of holders of not less than one-third of the total, enter into possession of the 
property and manage the same under the direction of a committee of the hold- 
ers of the bonds. 

'* Should it become necessary, in the opinion of two-thirds of the board of di- 
rectors of the company, to protect its business by the construction or acquisi- 
tion of branch or connecting lines, this mortgage shall authorize them to con- 
struct said lines and mortgage the same at a rate not exceeding $12,500 per 
mile; the amount required to pay the interest on said branch lines shall be made 
a rental charge, and in case of any deficienc.v in the earnings of said branch 
lines to meet said rental charge, the same may be made up of the earnings of the 
whole property, and before payment of interest on said second mortgage bonds. 

''The Capital Stock. 
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The new company shall have a capital stock of $50,000,000. Of this amount 
^2,165,500 shall be issued in exchange for a like amount of existing stock, and 
not exceeding $6,525,000 in payment of the floating debt due the Missouri 
Pacific Rail^vay Company not exceeding $1,305,000. 

''Distribution of the New Securities. 

"1. $9,316,000 consolidated per cent bonds, eastern division. The holders 
of these bonds shall receive in exchange for the principal of their bonds, to- 
gether with the interest accruing between December 1. 1885. and December 1. 
1887, 115.35 per cent in new first mortgage bonds. 

** The unpaid coupons due on or before December 1. 1885. are to be funded in 
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the same proportion in new first mortgage bonds. All subsequent coupons are 
to be surrendered to the committee and canceled. 

"2. $0,720,000 6 per cent bonds, New Orleans Pacific— The holders of 
these bonds shall receive in exchange for the principal of their bonds, together 
with the interest accruing between July 1, 1885, and December 1, 1887, 61.80 
per cent in the new first mortgage bonds. 

'^ The cash due on all overdue coupons which have matured on or before July 
1, 1885, shall be funded in new first and second mortgage bonds in the same pro- 
portion as the bonds. The scrip shall be funded in the proportion allotted to 
the terminal bonds. All coupons falling due after July 1, 1885, are to be sur- 
rendered to the committee and canceled. 

•' 3. SI 3,028.000 () per cent bonds, Rio Grande division.— The holders of these 
bonds shall receive in exchange for the principal of their bonds, together with 
the interest accruing between August 1, 1885. and December 1, 1887, 41.20 per 
cent in new first mortgage and 80 per cent in new second mortgage bonds. 

'' The cash due on all overdue coupons which have matured on or before 
August 1, 1885, shall be funded in new first and second mortgage bonds in the 
same proportion as the bonds. The scrip shall be funded in the proportion; 
allotted to the terminal bonds. All coupons falling due after August 1, 1885, 
are to be surrendered to the committee and canceled. 

^' 4. $744,000 terminal bonds. — The holders of these bonds are to receive in 
exchange for the principal of their bonds, together with the interest accruing 
between October 1, 1885, and December 1, 1887, 25.75 per cent in new second 
mortgage bonds. All coupons falling due after October 1, 18«5, are to be sur- 
rendered to the committee and canceled. 

'' 5. $8,123,000 land grant bonds. — The holders of these bonds are to receive 
the lands on which the bonds are the first lien, and in exchange for their lien as- 
a third mortgage on the income of the eastern division they are to receive 60 
per cent in new second mortgage bonds. 

'' 0. $32,165,500 capital stock. — Holders of shares of stock upon the payment 
of a contribution of $10 per share. Tliey shall receive bonds of the new second 
mortgage at par for the amount contributed. Said contribution, when received, 
shall be deposited in a trust company and shall be disbursed only on recommen- 
dation of an auditing committee, and only for payment of receivers' liabilities 
and expenses of the reorganization, and for repairs and betterments of the rail- 
way and its property, except by unanimous vote of the committee. 

''7. A syndicate has been formed, consisting of Messrs. Drexel, Morgan & 
(-0.. Kuhn, liOeb & Co., and their associates, which, for a commission of 5 per 
cent in cash, or in first mortgage bonds, at the committee's option, guarantees 
the conversion of the present consolidated mortgage bonds, eastern division, 
into the new securities provided for the same under clause 1 of the above plan. 
The syndicate has also obligated itself to take, if required, any receivers' certifi- 
cates, issued or to be issued, to the extent of $500,000, bearing interest at the 
rate of G per cent interest at par, and it is to be substituted for any non-assent- 
ing stockholders upon the payment of their contribution of $10 a share.-' 

Now therefore, for the purpose of carrying this modified plan into efi'ect, 
this agreement witnesseth : That the said stockholders, bondholders, and other 
creditors assenting thereto, hereby promise and agree to and with each other, 
and with the said committee, as follows : 

First. That they are the owners, or representatives of the owners, of the 
securities and stock hereinafter respectively set opposite their names, or de- 
posited hereunder, and that they will in good faith on or after the 16th day of 
August, A. D. 1880, with the Farmers' Loan and Trust Company, or such other de- 
pository as the committee may select, and accept in lieu thereof a certificate or 
certificates of deposit therefor, and that they will in all cases execute transfers 
of their said stock, securities and claims, and deposit the same with their said 
stock and securities so that the legal title of the said stock, securities and claims- 
shall become vested in the said trust company for the use and subject to the 
control of the said committee as trustees ; provided however, that if any of said 
stockholders, bondholders or other creditors shall fail to surrender and transfer 
their said stock and securities in accordance herewith, or in any other respect 
fail to comply fully with the terms of this agreement, they shall, from and after 
such omission or failure, have no right or title to participate in the benefits of 
this agreement. 

Second. That the assenting stockholders, bondholders and other creditors 
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agree to accept in lieu of their certificates of stoclc, bonds or other evidence of 
their claims certificates of deposit, signed by the depositary in such form as may 
be prescribed by the committee. 

The words subscriber, depositor, assenting stockholder or creditor, or other 
words equivalent thereto, whenever used herein, shall be held to include indi- 
viduals, trustees, guardians, committees, agents and other persons acting in a 
representative or fiduciary capacity, with control over the stock, securities or 
claims held by them, partnerships, partnership associations, joint stock com- 
panies and corporations. 

By the acceptance of the certificates of deposit hereinbefore referred to, the 
several parties of the second part respectively depositing their stock, bonds and 
other obligations with the Farmers' Loan and Trust (company, or other deposit- 
ory, become parties to this agreement with the same force and eff'ect as if they 
had severally afiixed their signatures and seals at the foot of this instrument. 

Third. That the assenting stockholders and other creditors hereby authorize 
and empower the committee to pledge the present, and to pledge or sell the new 
stock and securities which may not be taken by the stockholders, bondholders. 
or creditors under the plan, or any portion thereof, and apply the proceeds of 
such pledge or sale to the purchase money of the property to be bought by 
them, and to use such proceeds thus raised for the purpose of carrying out the 
foregoing plan of reorganization. 

Fourth. That the assenting stockholders, bondholders, and other creditors 
hereby constitute the committee, their trustees and agents, to carry out the fore- 
going plan or reorganization in all respects, including the power to declare due 
the principal of any of the obligations deposited thereunder, and to call, or at- 
tend and vote, either in person or by proxy, at any and all meetings of stock- 
holders or bondholders, however convened, in the name and on behalf of those 
depositing hereunder, to institute and become parties to all legal proceedings 
which they personally, or any of them or any class of them, could have insti- 
tuted, and to participate in all such legal proceedings now existing; to settle or 
enter into settlement thereof, in whole or in part, including the power to enter 
into arrangements to obtain interlocutory decrees, or to hasten the cours(» of 
litigation; to petition the courts to authorize a joint sale of the property and 
franchises situate in the jurisdiction of diff'erent courts: to adjourn the sale of 
the properties of the said railway company, or of any portion, or lots thereof. 
in the same manner as any class of bondholders represented by them as a body 
could have done ; to bid for the property and franchises of the said railway 
company, or any part thereof, whether or not owned, controlled or covered by 
any of the securities deposited, either in separate lots, or as a whole, including 
the rolling stock, real estate, or any other property, real or personal, whatsoever. 
at all judicial sales, and to purchase the whole, or any i)art thereof, if deemed 
necessary by the committee, at private sale: to hold the property purchased, 
either in their name, or in the name of persons chosen by them from their nuni- 
ber, for the purposes hereinafter named, and to apply the securities deposited 
with them in satisfaction of any such bid, according to their discretion. 

Fifth. That the committee shall be the sole judge, when and whether the as- 
sent of enough stockholders, bondholders, and other creditors have been obtained 
to this agreement, to warrant them in carrying out the same, and shall have 
power, whenever they shall deem it proper, to abandon the said plan, and in 
such case the stock, bonds, and claims deposited by the parties subscribing 
hereto, shall be returned to them, less their pro rata share of the expenses in- 
curred, not exceeding one-tenth of 1 per cent of the par value of the securities 
deposited. They may limit the time of acceptance of the foregoing plan, by 
each and every class of stockholders, bondholders, or other creditors, and they 
may extend such time in their discretion upon such terms as they shall think fit. 

Sixth. That if a satisfactory settlement with the creditors of the said railway 
company can be made whereby its present franchises can be preserved without 
foreclosure, and new bonds or other securities can be issued of the rank and 
value of those proposed to be issued under the plan by the reorganized com- 
pany, the committee shall be authorized and empowered to cause the same to he 
executed and issued in lieu of the securities provided to be issued by the reor- 
ganized company, and this power and authority may be exercised after the pur- 
chase of the property under the foreclosure proceedings, if the committee shall 
be advised that the said property shall still be lawfully restored to the said rail- 
way company, and operated and managed by them as before said purchase.

Seventh. That the committee may convey, or procure to be conveyed, any 
property purchased, to the new company or companies, or to any trustee se- 
lected for the purpose according to the foregoing plan of reorganization, in 
consideration of the new bonds, stock and other securities, and cash, and dis- 
tribute and dispose of the same when received among the parties entitled thereto 
in accordance with the plan. 

Eighth. That the amount to be bid at such srfle or sales shall be in the dis- 
cretion of the committee; and in case the committee does not purchase the said 
properties, or every portion thereof, or if any of it should be sold to others, the 
committee may receive the dividend due on the securities held by them, out of 
the proceeds of such sale, and distribute such dividends when received among 
the parties entitled thereto, less their pro rata of all expenses incurred here- 
under. 

Ninth. That the committee may construe the foregoing plan of reorganiza- 
tion, and their construction of the same, or of any part thereof , shall be final ; and 
they may supply defects and omissions in said plan necessary, in their opinion, 
to carry it out properly and effectively, and they shall be judges of such neces- 
sity. They shall have all the powers necessary to carry out the plan in all re- 
spects, au(i for this purpose they may vote upon the stock surrendered to them, 
or upon the stock of the new company, before it is distributed, or take any 
other action which any class of the depositing stockholders or creditors could 
<lo, excepting that the committee shall not voluntarily incur for the depositing 
subscribers any responsibilities for moneys, except as mentioned in the forego- 
ing plan of reorganization and this agreement. The said committee may employ 
counsel and agents, and all necessary assistants, and determine and allow them 
a reasonable compensation ; and the selection of the Farmers' Loan and Trust 
Company by the committee as the depositary of the securities to be deposited, 
is hereby approved, ratified, and conttrmed. The committee shall prescribe the 
form of the new securities, mortgages, and certificates of stock. They shall 
have power to create all necessary trusts contemplated by the plan of reorgani- 
zation, and to nominate and appoint the trustees to act thereunder, and take 
such steps, and make such contracts and stipulations, as may be necessary to 
fulfil, organize, and carry them out, for the protection, preservation, and devel- 
opment of the property purchased by them. The committee may procure the 
execution of the deed or deeds for the property purchased by them, and shall 
have the power to fix in every case the amounts they will bid, in whole or in 
part,on the property. 

Tenth. That the committee shall keep records of their proceedings, and any 
member in case of absence may vote by proxy given to another member. It is 
expressly understood that the committee assume no responsibility for the exe- 
cution of the above plan or any part thereof ; the members, however, undertake in 
good faith to endeavor to execute the same. T'hey shall not be personally liable 
in any case for the acts of each other, nor for their own, except in case of will- 
ful malfeasance or gross negligence, nor shall they be personally liable for the 
acts of their agents or employes. Any member of the committee may at any 
time resign by giving notice in writing to the other members, and the commit- 
tee may settle any transaction with such member or with the personal repre- 
sentatives of any deceased member and give a full release and discharge. They 
shall have the power to add to their number, to fill vacancies, by a vote of a 
majority of the committee, and to act through sub-committees or agents, and to 
delegate any necessary authority as well as discretion to such sub-committees or 
agents, and shall be allowed a reasonable compensation for their services here- 
under, it is agreed that the present or future members of the committee may 
be or become pecuniarily interested in any of the property or matters which are 
the subject of this agreement, including a right to become members of the syn- 
dicate mentioned inthe plan. 

Eleventh. That the committee shall have power to modify the said plan of 
reorganization, if in their judgment deemed necessary, but in case such changes 
or modifications shall be made, involving the relations of the several classes of 
creditors and stockliolders as fixed by the plan, a copy thereof shall be filed with 
the depositary named in the plan, and notice given by advertisement for not 
less than twice a week, for two successive weeks, in the newspapers mentioned 
in article 18. Depositors not objecting in writing within thirty days after the 
last notice of such modification, given under the terms hereof, shall be deemed 
to have assented thereto. Any depositor objecting within said time to such 
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modification may withdraw his stock, securities or claims, as well as any contri- 
bution already paid by him, upon his first paying his pro rata of the expenses 
incurred up to that time. The changes or modifications above mentioned shall 
be understood to include, among other things, the right and power to carry out 
the plan with reference to any one or more of the divisions, and to abandon any 
one or more of the divisions in case the committee should deem it expedient or 
impracticable to carry it out as to the whole property. In case of any such 
abandonment the holder of any certificate of deposit representing ^ security 
upon such abandoned division shall have the right to the return of the secu- 
rity deposited by him, upon the surrender of the certificate of deposit represent- 
ing the same, and the payment of his pro rata of expenses incurred up to that 
time. 

Twelfth. That the committee shall have power to take part in all proceed- 
ings, or to institute new ones, to take any action on behalf of any and every 
class of depositing subscribers, which that class might have taken as individu- 
als or as a body and to make such arrangements on behalf of any class of such de- 
positing subscribers as may be necessary to obtain judgment or to facilitate the 
course of any litigation. 

Thirteenth. That the committee shall have power at their discretion to pur- 
•chase at judicial or other sale the stock leases, property, or control in any way. 
of any or all the roads, lines, or corporations now operated by or connected 
with the Texas and Pacific Railway system, and to redeem any or all stocks and 
bonds or other securities pledged for debts of the said company, and may issue 
fitock of the new company to eff'ect such purchase or redemption. They shall 
have power at their discretion to settle all existing or future litigation with 
any line, railroad or other corporation forming such system, or with the owner 
or owners of any property connected therewith. They shall have power to pe- 
tition the court to separate the property about to be sold into blocks or parcels, 
or to have it sold as an entirety or in such lots as they may deem advantageous, 
and at such sale to buy the whole, or such parts thereof as they may deem 
proper. 

Fourteenth. That the committee shall have full power to make any contracts 
or arrangements for the consolidation and merger of any line of railroad or any 
property whatsoever forming part of the Texas and Pacific Railway system, or 
owned or controlled by it. with the reorganized company, and for this purpose 
to vote upon the stock of such new company or companies, either in person or 
by proxy, and to ratify on behalf of the subscribing depositors, by voting or 
otherwise, any action of the board of the present company, in voting stock of 
43uch lines, or controlled companies, in favor of such lease, consolidation or 
merger, and to make any necessary arrangements for the full or further secur- 
ity of the holders of the bonds of such lines. 

Fifteenth. That the committee shall have power to negotiate with all com- 
panies, corporations, or other persons, for running powers, terminal facilities, 
or other conveniences necessarv or desirable for the reorganized company or 
companies, or to make contracts therefor, binding upon such new company. 
They shall have the power, while the property is in the hands of the purchasing 
•committee, to make all necessary or convenient arrangements, binding the new 
company or companies, which the owners of such property, or board of direc- 
tors of such new company or companies, could do in relation to the mode of 
operating or managing its road, including the running of its cars upon lines of 
other companies, and the cars of other companies upon its own ; to make traffic 
and other contracts for the use in whole or in part of the tracks, lines, and term- 
inal facilities owned or controlled by it, and generally to make such contracts, 
stipulations, or arrangements as will, in their opinion, operate directly or in- 
directly to aid in the preservation of the property now constituting the T. & P. 
Ry. system; or to prevent or avoid opposition to, or interfence with, a success- 
ful execution of the foregoing plan of reorganization, including any modifica- 
tion thereof duly adopted as above provided. 

Sixteenth. That the accounts of the committee shall be filed with the board 
of directors of the reorganized railroad company within one year after its or- 
ganization, and the committee shall thereupon be discharged. The said accounts 
when audited and approved by said board of directors shall be final, binding 
and conclusive upon all parties having any interest therein. 

Seventeenth. That the enumeration of specific powers hereby conferred shall 
not be construed to limit or restrict the general powers herein conferred : and 
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the committee may act by a majority in the transaction of business. It is ex- 
pressly understood by and between all the parties hereto, anything herein to 
the contrary notwithstanding, that the bondholders and creditors of the T. & 
P. Ry. Co., by executing this agreement, or becoming parties thereto, or by 
reason of any decree of foreclosure that may be rendered or purchased thereunder,, 
do not waive or surrender in favor of the stockholders or unsecured or other 
creditors of the said railway company any of their respective priorities, right* 
or liens, anil it is also agreed that any purchase or purchases by said reorgani- 
zation committee under any foreclosure decree or decrees shall be for the sole 
and exclusive benefit of the lien or mortgage creditors, for whose benefit such 
decree may be rendered, to the end that the new company shall acquire, under 
such decree or decrees and purchase thereunder, a title to the railroad and 
property purchased free from all claims of creditors and stockholders of the T. 
& P. Ry. Co., in favor of whom, or any of whom, such mortgage or lien credi- 
tors of said company, for whose benefit such decrees are rendered, neither 
waive nor surrender their rights or priority in any respect or to any extent. 

Eighteenth. That all calls for the deposit of bonds and stocks for the sur- 
render of certificates, and all other notices made in accordance with the pro- 
visions hereof, and of the various agreements recited herein, shall be inserted in 
the Public J^edger of Philadelphia and the New York Times twice a week, and 
when so advertised shall be taken and considered as though personally served 
upon the subscribing parties hereto, and upon all parties becoming bound hereby 
by the acceptance of the provisions hereof, as of the respective dates of insertion 
thereof, and such publication shall be the only notice required to be given under 
the provisions of this agreement and the various agreements referred to herein. 

Nineteenth. That this agreement shall be printed, and copies thereof may be 
signed by the parties subscribing thereto, either singly or by as many as may 
be convenient to each paper, and that all of said papers so signed shall be taken 
and deemed as constituting one original paper. 

This agreement shall bind the committee and their successors in office, ap- 
pointed in accordance herewith, and the subscribing depositors, their and each 
of their heirs, executors, administrators and assigns. 

In witness whereof, the said subscribers have hereunto signed their names or 
put their corporate seals, and have written opposite to their respective names or 
seals the amount of the stock, bonds or other claims held by them, and the classi- 
fication thereof.

It will be seen that comparatively few of the foregoing answers afford the de- 
sired information.

Besides 
this element of time and continuous labor and expense, other considerations, 
such as purchase of right of way, condemnation proceedings, damages paid for 
injury to abuting property, for obstruction of drainage, etc., enter to a very 
great extent. Suits^for unsettled or unacquired right of way are still being 
entered, and it would seem as if this item of expense would never cease to apply.
